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A TAX REDUCTION SCHEME

A BILL ABOLISHING ALL TAXES 
ON TOBACCO. 

THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE AGREE 
TO THE MEASURE BY A VOTE OF 81x TO 
FIVE—ABOUT $47,000,000 ar PRESENT 
DERIVED FROM TOBACCO — WESTERN 
MEMBERS OPPOSED TO THE PLAN. 

: Wasninetox, Dec. 5.—The Ways and 
dieans Committee reported to the House to- 
day a bill for the abolition of taxes on tobacco 
in all its formts, and Judge Kelley says that he 
will call it up for action at an early day. The 
receipts from the taxes which this bill proposes 
0 abolish were $47,391,988 in the year ending 
Tune 30, 1882, or very nearly one-third of the 
receipts from allinternal taxes. The revenue 
bill now pending in the Senate originally pro- 
vided for a reduction amounting to about 
$23,000,000. If the two bills were independent 
of each other they would together repre- 
sent a reduction .of about $70,000,000, 
but the bill passed by the House at the last 
session provided for a reduction of about 50 
‘per cent. in the special taxes paid by dealers 
in and manufacturers of tobacco, and for a re- 
duction of one-third of the taxes u pon cigars 
and cigarettes, so that to some extent the 
same subjects are affected in both bills.* The 
addition of the bill reported to-day to the bill 
already passed by the House would represent 
a total reduction of trom $60,000,000 to $65,- 
000,000. In a dispatch published a tew days 
ago in THE Times the total receipts of the 
Government for the current fiscal . year 
were estimated at $410,000,000, ‘ and 
the total expenditures at, §295,000,000, 
leaving a surplus of $115,000,000 vut of which 
to provide for the sinking fund and decrease 
the debt by additional redemptions of bonds. 
The Secretary of the Treasury estimates the 
receipts at $415,000,000 and the expenditures 
at $295,000,000, giving a surplus of $120,000,000, 
Allowing $44,500,000 for the sinking fund, the 
real surplus wiil be $75,500,000 under the Sec- 
retary’s estimate and $70,500,000 under the 
sstimate made in THE Times. The figures will 
be very nearly the same for the next fiscal 
year it the estimates submitted by the depart- 
ments are to be followed. It is apparent, 
therefore, that a reduction of receipts amount- 
ing to more than $70,000,000 will leave enly 
snough surplus revenue to meet the demands 
of the sinking fund. 

The bill reported to-day, with those portions 
of the bill passed at the last session, which 
would naturally be added to it in the course of 
legisiation, would take from the Government’s 
surplus ahout ail that could be safely spared, 
inasmuch as there is some uncertainty about 
the amounts which the Pension Bureau may 
require. It is plain, therefore, that the re- 
ported statements of some members of Con- 
gress who are said to advocate a reduction of 
$120,000,009 are not based upon a knowledge 
of the situation. Such a reduction would leave 
no money for the sinking fund. The abolition 
of the entire revenue system would be worse, 
for that would not only leave no money for 
the sinking fund, but would cause a deficiency 
of about $25,000,000, 

The action taken by the Ways and Means 
Committee to-day; promises to bring the sub- 
ject speedily befere Congress. The bill was 
reported by a vote of 6 to 5in committee. 
Those voting in the affirmative were Messrs. 
Kelley, Speer, Carlisle, Tucker, Randall, and 
Errett. Those in the negative were Messrs. 
Kasson, Dunnell, McKinley, Haskell, and Mer- 
rison, all Western members. It is very aifii- 
cult, if not impossible, to find a member of 
Congress to-day who does not heartily favor a 
reduction of the Nation’s revenue. Members 
jiffer, however, as to the proper method by 
which to secure a reduction. Mr. Morrison, a 
prominent revenue reformer, who voted 
against the bill in committee, desires that the 
whole scheme of taxation, internal revenue 
and tariff, shall be handled at the same time, 
or with a due regard for both. Heopposesany 
attempt to cut Gown the revenue piecemeal by 
taking advantage of local prejudices against 
any specified tax. He favors a systematic 
revision and reduction of both the tariff and 
the internal revenue system, and many other 
Congressmen stand with him. Mr. Hewittsaid 
to-day that he was so anxious to keep the 
Buperfluous money out of the Treasury that he 
might support this Lobacco bill or any other 
bill to reduce receipts. He would not commit 
himself, however, to the support of the bill. 
He had voted for the bill passed at the last ses- 
sion because of the same anxiety, although he 
bad declared that the bill wasasham. In his 
opinion, the necessity for a reduction was so 
important as to overshadow differences of 
method. The passageof the Tobacco bill would 
not necessarily hanédicap the revisien of the 
tariff, fora proper revision and reduction of 
tariff duties might greatly increase tariff re- 
ceipts. But whatever might be the case with 
the tariff, there would always be a chance to 
make up deficiencies by a tax on tea and cof- 
fee. The removal of the tax on coffee did not 
have much effect upon its cost to the con- 
sumer, and the tea business was in such a con- 
dition that a small tax would have a very 
slight effect upon the price. The long and 
short of it was, in his opinion, that the amount 
pf receipts must be reduced in some way, so 
that less wouid be spent and less be stolen. 

Conversation with Western members shows 
that there will be strong opposition to the bill. 
Asa general thing, they desire that the taxes 
shall remain on both whisky end tobacco, al- 
though some would not oppose a reduction of 
the tobacco tax. They might allow half of it 
to go, but not all. Others favor taking off all 
taxes except those on whisky and tobacco, and 
then making an adjustment of the tariff. 
Judge Kelley desires the speedy passage 
of the bill, so that it can go to the 
Senate, where the other bill is now pending. 
No one seems willing to predict what action 
the Senate will finaily take upon that bill. 

Judge Kelley says every one admits that a re- 
duction is needed. If a reduction is to be 
made there must bea beginning. A beginning 
can easily be made with the tobacco tax. 
Why should the work be hampered by those 
who ask that reductions shall be made in other 
directions? He desires a revision and a reduc- 
tion ot tariff duties. He does not, he says, 
wish for the preservation of unjust duties for 
the benefit of wealthy, protected industries, 
but he does deSire that in revision the pro- 
tective principle shall be preserved. It has 
been suggested that a reduction of internal 
revenue might in the end create a demand for 
revenue, which, in itself, would force a re- 
vision of the tariff and such a reduction of du- 
fies as would increase the Customs receipts. 
This suggestion, in his opinion, deserves con- 
sideration. 

Some Republican members think that the 
committee acted hastily and should have 
waited for caucus deliberation. The caucus 
last session put its foot upon one of the com- 
mittee’s bills because the people would not ap- 
prove of a reduction of the taxes on whisky 
gud tobacco, it was said. Other members say 
now that the people are practical, and that no 

arty can be successfully run on sentimental 

Leake. The bill reported to-day will be 
strongly supported by members from the to- 
bacco belt. The session will be so shert that 
the plan may gain popularity in Congress be- 
cause of the ease with which it can be carried 
out. 


MR. CHANDLER’S SUGGESTIONS. 
WasuincoTon, Dec. 5.—Secretary Folger 
¢@as apprised by Secretary Chandler, before 
the publication of the report en the condition 
of the Navy Department, that it would contain 
the recommendation for the transfer of the 
Coast Survey, Revenue Marine, Life-saving 
Service, and Light-house Board from the 


Treasury tothe Navy. Mr. Folger said to-day 
that he did not see how he could make any ob- 
jection to it before the suggestion had been 
Made public. Now, however, he could say 
that he did not see how anything could be 
gained by the transfer, except the employment 
ofa few more naval officers. The employ- 
ment of such officers would throw out of the 
service men who had gained valuable experi- 
ence by long service, and ali of this experience 
would be iost, The Kevenue Marine he regard- 
ed as eminently a civil branch, which could 
bave little attraction for officers bred for the 
Navv. While he cared litule about the de 








tachment of these branches from the Treasury 
on his own account, he would not like to leave 


the department to his successor in a crippled 
condition.

DRIFT OF WORK IN THE SENATE. 
PROPOSED INVESTIGATION OF REPUBLICAN 
METHODS—A BILL ALLOWING PARTS OF 

BILLS TO BE VETOED. 

WassIneton, Dec, 5.—Mr. Ingalls did 
not go to see Mme. Modjeska and ‘“‘As You 
Like It” last night for nothing. In the Senate 
to-day, after several Senators had spoken in 
favor of Mr. Hoar's proposition to begin the 
daily sessions at 11 o'clock, Mr. Ingalls rose, 
and, with a quizzical glance at Mr. Edmunds 
and Mr. Hoar, began with ‘This is very re- 
freshing,” and proceeded with the words 


+)‘ sweet are the uses of adversity.’’ The ad- 


verse results of the election, it seemed to him, 
had given the Senate a spasm of virtue, 
and it sought ~ to ; delude the people 


by beginning work at an earlier hour than 
usual. The delusion would be incomplete if 
they did not fix an hour some time before mid- 
night each day at which an adjournment 
should be taken. The reason that impelled a 
majority of the Senators to vote in favor of 
keeping the opening hour at 12 o’clock was 
probably that urged by Mr. Beck, that the 
committee work could not be attendea to if 10 
or 11 o’clock should be selected as the hour for 
the meeting of the Senate. 

_ Mr. Beck created a breeze in the Senate by 
introducing a resolution calling for an investi- 
gation of the Republican Congressional Com- 
mittee and the methods by which it has col- 
lected funds and Chairman Hubbell had dis- 
tributed them. It was plain that Mr. Beck 
proposed to begin storing capital for the Dem- 
ocrats at the first opportunity, for he dashed 
at the Congressional Committee very savagely 
and intimated that he;wouid to-morrow pursu3 
the subject further, The resolution offered by 
him recites the law against political assess- 
ments, gives copies of the circulars issued by 
the Republican Congressional Committee and 
by Senator Mahone in the recent campaign, 
and requires the Judiciary Committee t) in- 
vestigate and report how much was collect- 
ed, where and how it was expended, and 
whether the collectors have any of the money 
left. The names of all persons dismissed are 
also called for to ascerfain whether any of 
them were dismissed tor failure to contribute. 

In view of the President’s favorable mention 
of his Civil Service Reform bill, Senator Pen- 
dieton will, at an early day, endeavor to have 
his bill, now on the calendar, taken up for con- 
sideration. The biil was reported March 29, 
and several weeks later was the text of a 
speech by Mr. Pendleton. After the Ohio 
Senator had delivered his speech he made no 
further attempt to bring up the bill. 

Mr. George, of Mississippi, very promptly 
carried out one of President Arthur’s sug- 
gestions to-day by proposing an amendment 
to the Constitution giving the Executive the 
right to veto an item or items of an appropri- 
ation bill without disapproving the entire bill, 
thus extending the discretionary power to the 
President that is now lodged in the Governors 
of several States, and which has been exercised 
so fearlessly and with such absolute regard for 
the public welfare by Gov. Cornell. 

Mr. Pope Barrow, who was recently elected 
to fill the unexpired term of Mr. Hill, of 
Georgia, was presented to the Senate this 
morning by Mr. Brownz, and was sworn into 
tie office he is to hold until March 3, 1883, 
Mr. Barrow is 43, and the youngest, as well as 
the hbaldest, Senator in the circle. He is a 
Georgian by birth, was graduated at the State 
University, entered the Confederate Army in 
1851 as a Lieutenant of Artillery, afterward 
became Howell Cobb’s aid, and served in that 
capacity until the close of the war. He 1s 
short and spare, active in his movements, affa- 
ble in address, and Georgia men say he has 
shown great ability in the practice of law, in 
which profession he is a prominent member in 
his native State. 


THE STAR ROUTE CASE. 
Wasaineton, Dec. 5.—Although no mo- 
tion kas been made in court, it is understood 
that counsel for ex-Senator Dorsey will ask 
for a postpenement of the star route trial upon 
the ground that he is unable to leave the dark- 
ened room to which he is now confined, and 


has been forbidden to leave it for several weeks 
to come. It is understood that the motion 
will be supported by affidavits from sev- 
eral physicians concerning the condition of Mr. 
Dorsey’s eyes. The Government is very natu- 
rally unwilling that there should be any post- 
ponement. Witnesses have come from Oregon 
and other distant States and Territories, and a 
postponement would involve great expense. 
It is said that Mr. Dersey was ina darkened 
room last Friday, while dictating his long 
statement to a private secretary, and that 
only so much light was admitted as would 
enable the secretary to see the work of his pen. 
In court to-day the jury panels for the new 


term were not completed and the case was not 
called.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5, 1882.

Clisbee having resigned in consequence of con- 
tinued ill-health, Mr. Kenyon acquired his 
admitted skill as a reader while Assistant Clerk 
of the New-York Senate. 


Senator Morgan, who made last Spring such 
a persistent and gallant fight for the return to 


Japan of the indemnity fund wrung from her 
by the United States, says that he will make 
an effort to secure a report on the bill by the 
Conference Committee— Messrs. Bayard, Sher- 
man, and Windom—to whom it was referred 
late in the Summer. He thinks it will be 
passed in some form, but does not talk as if he 
cared to press the matter with the same zeal 
and industry shown by him hitherto. 


From a report by Col, Hatch, commanding 
at Fort Custer, Montana Territory, 1t appears 


that a party of about 20 Indians, supposed to 
be Piegans, made a raid upon the Crow scouts 
near the Little Big Horn Jast month and ran 
off about 20 head of ponies. The Crows re- 
ported the fact to the military and started 
immediately on their track. They overtook the 
marauders before military assistance arrived, 
recovered the stolen stock and killed two of the 
thieves. The Piegans asserted that they were 
going ‘‘to steal the Crows poor this Winter.’ 

The Senate Committee on Commerce have 
in their possession, without having given any 
attention to it, Mr. McDill’s bill to regulate 
inter-State commerce. The bill is a conserva- 
tive measure, but it has not been deemed 
worthy of consideration up to this time. Now 
that the President* has briefly directed atten- 
tion to the important subject it may be expect- 
ed that Mr. McMillan will ask his committee 
to take it up. The other members of the com- 
mittee are Senators Jones of Nevada, Kellogg, 
Conger, Miller of New-York, Ransom, Coke, 
Farley, and Vest. 


It is stated that the Light-house Board do 
not regard the appropriation of $20,000 for 


lighting Hell Gate, New-York Harbor, with 
electricity as sufficient for the purpose. The 
lan of the Brush-Swan Company to construct 
he tower and all its works comes within the 
amount of the appropriation, but there is a 
question as to the stability of the structure 
proposed by the company. Their plan con- 
templates the erection of a quadrangular 
pyramidal tower, constructed of gas-pipss, 
and 250 feet in height. lt is more than proba- 
ble that the Light-house Board wiil ask Con- 
gress to increase the appropriation to an 
amount which will admit of the construction 
of a tower of sufficient strength to stand the 
great strain which will be put upon it. 


In pursuance of a call from the First As- 
sistant Postmaster-General a commission com- 


posed of the following named Postmasters as- 
sembled at the Post Office Department to-day : 
E.S. Tobey. Jr.. Boston: H. 8S. Hutdekover. 
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Philadelphia; S. A. Whitfield, Cincinnati; 
Samuel Hays, St. Louis; Frank Palmer, Chi- 
cago, and H. Adreon, Baltimore. Mr. Riblett 
represented the New-York office. The object 
of the conference is to regulate the issue of 
stationery and other supplies. The commis- 
sion will also try to arrange a plan for supply- 
ing these articles directly from the depart- 
ment instead of allowing Postmasters to con- 
tract separately for them. After a session of 
nearly three hours the commission adjourned 
sine die. A resolution was adopted whereby 
the Postmasters agreed te unite as far as possi- 


‘ble on a series of blanks, each Postmaster to 


senda complete set of blanks to the other 
offices for selection and comparison, and the 
department to decide upon the styles. A 
complete set of postal stationery was also 
agreed upon, which will be supplied to all 
offices by the department. 





“, A CASE OF POLITICAL INJUSTICE. 

* Wasarneton, Dec. 5.—The President has 
probably not yet learned that the nomination 
of Mr. A. M. Lampher to be Postmaster at 
Lowville, N. Y., made by his order last 
Summer, and promptly confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, has not yet been made effective. The 


commission of Mr. Lampher was withheld at 
the time the delegates were being chosen to 
the State Convention, and it was understood 
in Lewis County that Mr. Frank Hatton would 
not permit it to be issued unless Mr, Lampher 
would secure the election of Folger delegates 
to Saratoga. Mr. Lampher would not com- 
ply with this demand, the county chose Cor- 
nell delegates, and Mr. Lampher is still wait- 
ing the pleasure of Mr. Hatton, which does 
not appear to be the pleasure of the President 
or the Senate. In the meantime, Mr. Lam- 
pher has become by proscription one of the 
most popular men iu his county, and the Ad- 
ministration has, thanks to the course of Mr. 
Hatton, suffered in reputation for an act of 
injustice for which the President’s friends de- 
clare it cannot honestly be held accountable.

THE BIG PENSION ROLL. 
Wasnineton, Dec. 5.—Commissioner 
Dudley says that when he told Congress that, 
with the proposed addition to his force of 
clerks, he could pay out $100,000,000 this year 
and $150,000,000 next year, he expected that 


the additional force would be given so early 
that he could get the new clerks thoroughly 
educated before the beginning of the current 
fiscal year. But the new force has only re- 
cently got to work; therefore, he may not be 
able to spend all of the $100,000,000 appro- 
priated for this year. If there shall be any 
part unexpended, he will ask that it be carried 
over into next year. ‘If I find,” he says, 
“that the work advances sufficiently to 
enable me toexpend more than the amount 
named, together with the surplus from this 
year, I shall not hesitate, of course, to ask for 
a deficiency appropriation.’’

PRODUCE IN CHICAGO. 
Recast tg en 
PROVISIONS ACTIVE AND STRONGER—WHEAT 
QUIET AND FIRM. 

Curcaaco, Dec. 5.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were steady to-day, unusually so, There was 
afair demand for grain and provisions and less 
throwing of the stuff, with more confidence in the 
reduced value as a basis for future operations. 
There was a good buying in most departments. It 
was raining extensively in the South-west, whieh 
caused some to look for smaller receipts of grain. 
Provisions were active and stronger. Though the 
receipts of hogs here were large, and Liverpool 
was called 6d. lower on meats, pork ad- 
vanced 385 cents per: barrel, lard 20 cents 
per 100 pounds, and meats 7% to 10 cents, 


all closing at the outside prices of the day, though 
the market was comparatively weak after 12 
o’ciock, asa local packing firm was supposed to be 
trying to depress prices, A good many buying orders 
from outside were on the tleor, some of which had 
undoubtedly been sent because of the impression 
that a leading house here is under the deal. This 
was contradicted to-day. It was stated that the 
firm kas bought a great deal within the past two 
or tnree days, but it was to cover shorts put out at 
much higher prices, and the firm is said to be 
short, yet there was only a moderate demand for 
shipment, and some packers said the foreign in- 
quiry was much less than two or three days ago. 
On the afternoon call pork was 5 cents higher and 
lard easier. The latter sold later at $10 92) for 
May and $ll1forJune. Wheat was quiet and firm 
on futures, while cash lots were relatively weak. 
The British markets were called 6d. per quarter 
lower. Kut our receipts were light, and a 
storm was understood to be in_ order 
in the West, which will probably ro- 
tard the movement from first hands. This 
and the strengthen in cornand provisions caused a 
little better tene in wheat futures, though there 
was not much demand. Our market advanced % 
cent. and closed steady at the improvement. No. 
2spot was only wanted to deliver on contracts, 
and red was unsalabie at anything over the price 
of Spring. No.3 Winter sold up & cent, however. 
The trading in futures was mostly ifor Jan- 
uary, with a little for May. Corn was 
active and firmer after an early phase of weak- 
ness, advancing 144 to 3% cent from the latest 
prices of Monday. Liverpool was celled dull 
and depressed, private cables stating that the mar- 
kets were declining on forced sales, and our receipts 
were again large, while the stock in store here 
showed a material increase for last week, but 
there was a good speculative demand to fill shorts, 
and the lower grades were wanted by shippers at 
full previous prices. It was supposed by many 
that our receipts will let up # little now that 
the lower grades are so far below the 
price of No. 2 for May that there is a 
great inducement now to crib corn instead 
of shipping it here this Winter. Probably this 
was the chief reason for the greater strength, 
though there were some intimation that the 
change inthe rules had something to do with it. 
The early weakness was chiefiy on seller the year, 
which declined \ cent, but advanced 1 cent from 
the bottom, and closed strong. Only six cases 
were before the Directors yesterday for alleged 
violation of the commissions rule. There wasa 
petition handed round yesterday for signatures 
asking that the rule be abolished. The corner- 
stone of the new Board of Trade Building will be 
laid on Saturday.

UNDER THE NEW PENAL COD2Z. 

Kineston, Dec. 5.—An interesting ques- 
tion under the new Penal Code arose in the 
Ulster Oyer and Terminer this morning. The 
trial of John Bell, indicted for attempt to mur- 
der his wife by shooting her on the 28th day 
of October last, was progressing. Alice, the 
daughter of the prisoner, a beautiful girl of 18, had 


finished her testimony and left the stand when Dis- 
trict Attorney Clearwater startled the prisoner's 
counsel and the bar generally by offering the wife 
of the prisoner as a witness on the part of 
the prosecution, Counsel for the defense were 
on their feet instantly protesting that she 
was not competent as a witness against her hus- 
band on a criminal trial. The District Attorney 
called the attention of the court to section 715 of 
the Penal Code, which sweeps away the provisions 
of the common law and of all the statutes pro- 
hibiting a wife from testifying agaimst her nus- 
band in criminal cases, and claimed she was a 
preres. witness. The court, Judge Osborne presid- 
ng, held with the District Attorney. Thisis proba- 
bly the first case of the kind inthe State. The 
jury found Bell guilty, and he will be sentenced 
later in the term. Owing to the high social posi- 
tion of the family, and the beauty of the daughter, 
whom Bell also tried to kill, the case has attracted 
much attentien in Ulster County.

M. Feder 
said if the issue of 100,000 new shares had not 
been stopped! by the downfall of the company, 
and if the speculators who bought shares had 
paid for them, there would have been no de- 
ficit in the company’s treasury. The oilicial 
liquidator of the Union Générale estimated 
that if the legal decisions already given were 
maintained, the shareholders would recover 50 
per cent. of their losses, 

VIENNA, Dec. 5.—The Reichsrath reassem- 
bled to-day. Dr. Dunajewski, the Austrian 
Minister of Finance, submitted the budget for 
1883, showing a deficit of 31,600,000 florins. 
The taxes during the first nine months in 1882 
yielded an increase of 8,500,000 Horins, as com- 
pared with those collected during the same 
period in 1881. The condition of the treasury, 
the Minister said, is extremelv favorable. The 
Government will be able to pay off uncovered 
credits to the amount of 14,200,000 florins. 
‘there has been a general improvement in 
trade. After deducting the outlay for new 
railways and the Bosnian exvenses, there will 
be no Administrative deficit. It is probable 
that a considerable portion of the deficit for 
1883, can be met by the cash in hand from the 
current year, so that it will only be necessary 
to resort to a vote of credit for railway works 
and tor expenditures in tne Tyrol.

SHREWSBURY’S OYSTER WAR. “:

A QUESTION OF NATURAL AND UNNATURAL 
OYSTER BEDS. 

Rep Bank, N. J., Dec. 5.—The oyster men 
and clam men arrested for tearing up the beds of 
oysters in the vicinity of Fair Haven have been 
held to bail for trial. They are charged with felo- 
niously stealing oysters, and it is determined to 
mzke atest case of the matter. It is claimed by 
the oyster men and clam men that Messrs. Snyder 
& Allen, the leading oyster-planters on the Shrews- 
bury River, who caused the arrests. had planted, 
oysters on natural ground, and that this had 


been done in order that they might not only 
obtain their profits from the oysters planted 
but also seeure the advantages of the natural 
oysters. In the course of the examination 
of the accused oyster men it was declared that 
Snyder & Alien were usurpiag the rights of the 
public generally, and the oyster men and clam men 
who make a living out of the Shrewsbury River in 
particular; that they had recently appropriated to 
their own use some of the natural oyster-beds in 
the river, and that’ for theirown protection they 
(the oyster men and clam men) had determined to 
test the rights of the firm to occupy beds recently 
staked out and planted. A meeting was then held 
by the oyster men and clam men, and the offending 
firm were informed that they must remove the 
oyster-beds at once, and that unless the oyster 
plants were removed in six days the 
oyster men of the river would consider them 
public property and take them up. A 
committee, composed of Joseph Carhart, Whitney 
Williams, Thomas Garvey, Charles Fenton, and 
Tunis Denise was appointed to notify Snyder & 
Allen of the resolution and inform them that they 
must comply with its demands. The firm refused 
to take up the oysters, claiming that the ground 
was not a natural oyster-ground, and that in stak- 
ing out and planting that portion of the river they 
did nothing more than they bad a right to do, and 
warned the committee that in case any one under- 
took to take up their oysters they would have him 
prosecuted. The morning following the limitation 
time the oyster men were ordered to take up 
Synder & Allen’s oyster-beds, the oyster men pledg- 
ing themselves, in case of arrest, to raise funds and 
carry the case to the Court of Appeals. The arrests 
followed, and then a truce was formed whereby 
the oysterimen and clam men promised not to 
molest the beds until the courts would adjudicate 
upon the matter. The oyster men of Keyport, Lit- 
tle Silver, Oceanic, Red Bank, Fair Haven, Parker- 
town, Seabright, and Port Monmouth have pledged 
tuemselves to contribute all the funds necessary to 
carry on the suit. Snyder ®& Allen employ from 
eight to ten men the year round, and have about 
$20,000 invested in the business. They state tbat 
before they planted the oysters they went over the 
ground thoroughly with a number of employes, and 
that not an oyster could be found, and they made 
the examivation at low tide, when there was only 
aboct a foot of water on the flat. 
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BUILDING IN CINCINNATI. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 5.—The statistics of 
the season’s building have just been completed. 
Although it is estimated~that the strikes of last 
Springtinjured ‘the business fully 33 per cent., there 
was still more done in the building line than last 
year. Nearly 100 more permits were issued than last 
year, and the value of the improvements is esti- 


mated at $4,000,000. Coupled with the strike there 
was another retarding feature in the high price of 
material. The cost of building was thus advanced 
to a peint that caused a large amount of cap- 
ital to seek other investments. In August a 
more healthy condition of the trade became notice- 
able, and it improved from that time on. There 1s 
every indication, as the season closes, that the 
work of building will be pushed in the Spring to an 
extent that has not before been known. Ameng 
the enterprises for which ground has already been 
broken are tbe largest white lead works in the 
world, the largest tobacco warehouse in this coun- 
try, and new gas-works. The building of cheap 
flats is likely to continue unabated, but the supply 
of flats which are expected to rent for $60 and $75 
a — seems now to be quite equal to the de- 
mand.

ACCIDENTS AT A FIRE. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 5.—A serious fire, 
which resulted in fatal injury to two, and possibly 
three, men, broke out in Hackett’s Mantel-works, 
in this city, to-night. The fire started in the mar- 
bleizing department, and though promptly sub- 


dued, occasioned a loss on stock and building of 
$10,000. The proprietors refuse to give the insurance. 
The horses attached toa hook and ladder truck 
became frightened and dashed through the ~~ 
crowd assembled, Henry Maumer was caught by 
the tongue and dragged a considerable distance; 
his head was crushed in, and he sustained in- 
ternal injuries which will probably prove 
fatal before morning. Ryan Welsert, another 
spectator, was trampled on by the maddened 
horses, and fatally crushed about the chest. Wil- 
liam Herman, Captain of an engine company, 
while leaving the third story of the buiiding, became 
entangled in the hose and lost his balance, falling

The South-eastern, by this contract, virtually 
had contro! of the large grain and passenger busi- 
ness from the north side of the St. Lawrence River, 
between Montreul and Quebec. The contract is 
now terminated by this sale. The negotiations 
ended on Saturday lagt, and the purchasing roads 
willtake possession of the North Shore Road at 
once. Itis proposed now to construct a loop line 
between Hochelaga and the Grand Trunk, near 
Point St. Charies,a distance of three miles, to 
makea continuous line Into the Grand Trunk sta- 
tion, and to open the Victoria Bridge totraftic from 
the North Shore. While securing to the Central 
Vermont the traffic from that territory, this con- 
nection opens to the Canada Atlantic Railway a 
direet line from Ottawa to Quebec. It also gives 
the Grand Trunk Road a better outlet for Western 
traffic for foreign shipments via Quebec.

TRIAL OF THE JACQUES GANG.

Edward Jacques and Elizabeth Jacques were first 
put on trial on a bill charging them with having 
been concerned in the larceny of silks from the 
store of S. C. Webster & Co. The store was 
entered on the night of the 23d of August 
by means of false keys, and goods to the vaiue of 
$2,500 were carried off. A verdict of not guilty 
was entered in this case, and the next two bills of 
indictment were similarly disposed of, the prose- 
eutors being unable to gonna! the prisoners. In 
the next case, charging them with the robbery of a 
shoe-store, the ju convicted Jacques without 
leaving the box, and aftera short deliberation they 
rendered a verdict of not guilty asto Mrs. Jacques. 
The next case taken up was that of Edward Jacaues 
and Thomas Gardiner, charged with ‘burglary 
in entering the dwelling of Elizabeth Hibler, in 
September last, and stealing alarge quantity of 
jewelry. Gardiner was convicted and Jacques 
uequitted. Edward Jacques and wife and Charles 
Smith were then charged with entering the store 
of Jones & McCaulley, on Church-street, and steal- 
ing silks and laces. Jacques admitted his guilt, 
but shielded his wife and Smith. The jury has not 
yet agreed on a verdict in this case.

RESPONSE OF MR, CLEVELAND. 
After the applause which greeted Mr. Van- 
flerpoel’s remarks had subsided, Gov. Cleveland 
responded as follows: 


“It is not without considerable embarrassment 
that [attempt to say a few words in response t« 
hose so well spoken, and to express my thanks 
toe the kindness and good will of which this ocea- 
tion is an evidence. This scene and these surround- 
ings are new and strange to me, and notwithstand- 
ing all that is calculated to reassure and comfort me 
in the kindness or your welcome, when I am re- 
minded of the circumstances which give rise to this 
reunion, a sense of grave responsibility weighs 
apon me and tempersevery other sentiment. We 
stand to-night in the full glare of a grand and bril- 
tiant maxifestation of popular will, and in the light 
of it how vain and small appear the tricks 
of politicians and the movements of partisan ma- 
chinery. He must be blind who cannot see that 
the people well understand their power and 
are determined to use it when their rights and 
Interests are threatened. There should be no 
skepticism to-night as to the strength and 
perpetuity of our popular government. Parti- 
san leaders have learned. too, that the peo- 
ple = willl not unwittingly and blindly 
follew, and that something more than unmeaning 
Levotion to party is necessary to secure their alle- 
giance. I am quite certain, too, that the late dem- 
onstration did not spring from any pre-existing 
love tor the party which was called to power, nor 
lid the people place the affairs of State in our 
hands to be by them forgotten. They voted 
for themselves and in their own interests, If we 
retain their confidence we must deserve it, and we 
may be sure they will call on us to give an ac- 
tount of our stewardship.

you who iead, and others who follow, should all 
strive to commend to the people in this, the 
time of our opportunity, not an administration 
alone, but a party which shal! appear adequate to 
their wants and useful to their purposes, The 
time-honored doctrines of the Democratic Party 
are dearto me. If honestly applied in their purity 
I know the affairs of the Government wonld be fit- 
tingly and honestly administered, and I believe that 
all the wants and needs of the people would be met.

Let us 
hold them as asacred trust, and let us not forget 
that an intelligent, reading. thinking people will 
look to the party which they put in power to sup- 
ply all their various needs and wants, and :

GOV. FOSTER AT HOME. 
HE DENIES THE ALLEGED INTERVIEWS WITH 
WASHINGTON REPORTERS. | 
Co.tmBus, Ohio, Dec. 5.—The publication in 
several papers of what purported to be interviews 
with Gov. Foster. while recently in Washington, 
has created no little comment in political circles_ 
here, and on his return home this morning tho | 
Governor was beseiged by correspondents to learn 
as to the truthfulness of the alleged interviews. He 
‘was asked about the statement that he proposed 
to take a hand in the county nominations for Gen- 
eral Assembly next year. Hesaid: “I wasnotfin- 


terviewed, and saw no reporter. I had a joking 
conversation with some gentlemen at breakfast, 
out§ of which this remarkable interview seems 
to have grown. What I did say in regard to the 
Senatorial matter was that I would have nothing 
to do within fluencing the nominations for the Gen- 
eral Assembly in the counsies. I hope the strong- 
est men will be nominated, whether they are 
friends or enemies of mine. 1 will do all I can to 
assist in carrying the General Assembly, and to do 
this we need to close up the ranks, heal all 
animosities, and concentrate all our efforts 
against the common enemy. If the ques- 
tion of the United States Senatorship is 
allowed to enter into the campaign upon 
one side, we shall be beaten. Any agitation of 
that matter should be totally avoided until after 
election. This is what I have said to my friends 
about the county nominations.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 
LETTER FROM THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
OF THE MASSACHUSETTS LEAGUE. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—The Executive Committee 
of the Civil Service Reform League, recently or- 
genized, which is composed of leading civil.service 
reform asagociations of the State and directly con- 
nected with organizations in other States and the 
National League, has just addressed a letter to the 
Massachusetts Congressmen urging them to give 
thoir direct and active support to the immediate 
passage of such laws as shall bring about a thor- 
ough reform of the Government service. The com- 


mittee go on to say in their letter: “ We need not 
enlarge onthe meaning of this request. The recent 
election indicates the existence of wide-spread dis- 
satisfaction at the evils resulting from a sys- 
tem whieh treats Federa! offices as party or per- 
sonal patronage. The members of Congress from 
Massachusetts, without exception we believe, 
have condemned the levying of political assess- 
ments which this system makes possible. Under 
the present statute Government officers are for- 
bidder to request or receive the contributions 
which Congressmen have recently been employed 
in collecting. The object of the law cannot be 
fully secured until Congress extends the same pro- 
hibition to its own members. What Gen. Curtis is 
punished for receiving Mr. Hubbell must not be 
free to exact. We respectfully and earnestly ask 
your aid in the endeavor to secure the needed 
legislation. We believe that the bill introduced by 
Mr. Willis, of Kentucky, is well fitted to ef- 
fect the purpose, and we trust that 
it will receive your hearty support unless 
a more effective plan is presented. If the 
Select Committee on the Civil Service, of which Mr. 
Hubbell is a prominent member, should still neglect 
to report this bill to the House of Representatives, 
we hope that you will call for its removal from 
their hands. But we believo that no moasure can 
give entire protection to Government officers in 
the enjoyment of their salaries as long as appoint- 
ments and :remorals depend upon political infiu- 
ence. The prevalent theory that Federal officers 
are the servants of the party in power must give 
way to the older doctrine of our republican gov- 
ernment—that they are the servants of the 

eople alone. When ascertained fitness shail 

@ substituted for favoritism political assess- 
ments need no longer be feared. We ap- 
peal to you to give your support to 
the Pendleton bill, or to some similar measure, 
that the present Congress may not expire without 
emphatic action by the Massachusetts delegation 
in favor of administrative reform and better gov- 
ernment and purer politics which it promises. We 
feel confident that such a course will receive the 
hearty approval of your constituents and exert a 
strong influence in Congress and the Nation.” 

The letter is signed by the following Vice-Presi- 
dents of the league, as well as the Executive Com- 
mittee: John Quincy Adams, Paul A. Chadbourne, 
James Freeman Clarke, Charles W. Eliot, William 
Endicott, Jr.. W.%. B. Hopkins, Leverett Salton- 
stall, Jeseph Tucker.

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Dec. 5.—Municipal elections were 
held in anumberof cities in the Commonwealth 
to-day. Politics did not enter largely into the con- 
tests, the principal struggle having been on 
“lieense” or “no license.” 

In Chelsea the entire Republican ticket was 
eleeted, and 17 majority was given for license. 

Fitchburg elects the Citizens’ ticket, with two 


minor exceptions, and votes for license. 

Haverhill elects the Citizens’ ticket, and votes 
for license. 

Malden elects the Republican ticket, and votes 
for no license. 

Taunton elects a Pronhibitory city Government, 
and votes heavily against license. 

Gloucester elects a Republican Mayor, and votes 
for license. 

In Lawrence the Democrats eleeted the Mayor 
and the majority of the city Council. 

Brockton overturned a Prohibitory Government, 
elected a Democratic Mayor and a majority of 
Republican Aldermen, and voted strongly for 
license. 

New-Bedford elects Wilson (the Citizens’ candi- 
date) for Mayor and a majority of the Citizens’ 
ticket, and voted no license. 

Fall River re-elects Brady (Dem.) for Mavor. 
The Republicans have one majority in the Board 
ot Aldermen and five majority in the Council. 
There is a large majority in favor of license. 

SPRINGFIELD, Dec. 5.—Col. H. M. Phillips 
(Rep.) is elected Mayor, having 2,148 votes to 1,812 
for Charies Marsh, (Dem.) The clty votes in favor 
of license—2,123 to 1,044. There are five Repupli- 
cans and two Democrats on the Board of Alder- 
men, With one seat a tie petween two Republicans. 

The election in Holyoke to-day resulted in the 
re-election of Mayor R. P. Crafts by a plurality 
of 174. There were three tickets in the field: R. P. 
Crafts, Citizens’ candidate; J. E. Delaney, Deme- 
cratic, and Porter Underwood, Republican. M. J. 
Griffin was elected City Clerk, and C. W. Raniet 
re-elected City Treasurer. The Board of Alder- 
men is made up of five Democrats and two Repub- 
licans, and the Democrats have a majority in the 
lower board. The contest was one of the most 
spirited Holyoke has had for years, the total vote 
polled being 2,278. out of a registration of 2,750. 
The city voted strongly for license.

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THE TOBACVO TAX. 
EFFECT IN CINCINNATI OF ITS PROBABLE 


ABOLITION. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 5.—The recommenda- 
tion of President Arthur in his annual Message 
that the tobacco tax be abolished was followed to- 
day by the news that the Committee on Ways and 
Means had reported favorably on Mr. Kelley's bill, 
which contains a similar provision. Naturally the 
tobacco trade are much worked up over the matter. 
Said a prominent manufacturer: **This is sure to 
make things very dull, at least until after the 


ehange has heen made and gone into effect, 
It wiil throw our laborers out of work be- 
cause the factory will have to stop. Clgars 
and tobacco will of course go down. It 
will be disastrous forus.’’ Others talked in the 
same strain, while there isa hopeful aspect in 
wiich the measure can be viewed. tor the reason 
that it promises a reasonably early settlement of 
a question any settlement of which is preferable to 
the present uncertainty. There will be mueh 
hardsbip caused by the change. The factories al- 
ready running on part time, on account of the un- 
certainty caused by legislation of the tax question, 
must now reduce their production to the very mini- 
mum. The small manufacturers will suffer much less 
than those who are compelled to carry heavy stocks, 
but there will be loss of time and money all 
around, Outside of the tobacco trade gratifica- 
tion is expressed in some quarters that a species of 
tax whieh has come heevier upon the Cincinnati 
district than any other in the eountry isto be 
modified. Since 1863 Cincinnati has paid $138,- 
000,000 of internal revenue tax. There are those 
who hold that this heavy drain has gone on long 
enough, but another class see in the report of Mr. 
Kelley’s committee a scheme to preserve the high 
retes of tariff on imports by creating a necessity 
for revenue by cutting off internal taxes.

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ELECTION FRAUDS IN VIRGINIA. 
A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY BETWEEN STATE 
AND FEDERAL COURTS. 

RicaMmonD, Dec. 5.—Judge Hughes, of the 
United States District Court, to-day gave special 
instructions to the Grand Jury in the matter of the 
alleged election frauds which that body is investi- 
gating. Judge Hughes, in referring to the recent 
election in Virginia, says that, while the machinery 
wherewith it wae conducted was mainly supplied 
by the laws of the State, it was none the less a 
Federal election, and all offenses against a fair 
and free expression of the popular will were 


punishable under the Federal Jaws, and, after 

uoting from sections 5,506 and 5,511 of the 
Revised Statutes in support of this assertion, he in- 
structed the jury that if any of the persons whose 
cases they were considering have committed 
forgery or perjury or given false certificates for 
which they may be prosecuted under the laws of 
Virginia, then they were, under the circumstances 
named, offenses against the United States, and 
punishable under the sections quoted. These in- 
structions were doubtless given by Judge Hughes 
to offset the charge of Judge Christian 
to the Grand Jury of the Hustings Court, yester- 
day, in which he aliuded to the recent arrests made 
by the Federal authorities, and said that, as far as 
offenoes against the State laws are concerned, 
United States courts are in the contemplation of 
the law as much foreign courts as those held in St. 
Petersburg or Vienna, with no jurisdiction what- 
ever in cases of offenses against the State laws. 
At 30’clock the Grand Juryof the United States 
Cirouit Court returned witha true bill of indict- 
ment against William H. Talman, one of the parties 
charged with forgery, &e., in connection with the 
supplemental assessment lists. Several other em- 
ployes in the Commissioner of Revenue’s office are 
under arrest on similar charges.

OLAS. 

The ‘18de Jaarlijkache Feastviering Van 
St. Nicholaas, door de Hollandsche Societeit 
Eendracht Maakt Macht,” which, being inter- 
preted, is the ‘‘ Eighteenth yearly celebration of 
St. Nicholas by the Holland Society of ‘ Right 
Makes Might,’ ” was held last evening in Tarn Hall, 
where there was high carnival urftil an early hour 
this morning, in honor of St. Nicholas eve. 


The festivities commenced with a stage

The play consisted of aseries of compli- 
cations growing out of a surreptitious attachment 
between an Englishman, Lord Smithson, and his 
wife’s sewing-maid, which was counterbalanced 
by her Ladyship’s affection for Lord Smithson’s 
valet, and the requirements ef the drama 
made it necessary for a certain tailor, Herr 
Meyer, who was mysteriously involved in the 
play, and his wife to feign death, and come 
to life at an inopportune moment, for all but the 
audience. Climax mounted upon climax as the 
farce proceeded, and each Hoilander, big and little, 
screamed his or her applause until the entire audi- 
ence was hoarse. This audience was as much un- 
like the conventional crowd of theatre-goers as 
could well be imagined.

Then came that 
ortion of the exercises to which the children had 
een looking forward, the march and feast of St.

A PUGILIST IN TROUBLE. 
GEORGE ROOKE SHOOTS JOHN STACK DURING 
A DRUNKEN QUARREL. 

George Rooke, the pugilist, was arrested in 
bed yesterday morning at No. 321 East Twenty. 
seventh-street on a charge of felonious assault pre- 
ferred by John Stack, a sporting man, of No. 205 
West Thirteenth-street, who was shot by himin 


8 drunken quarrel in a notorious resort at Twenty- 


seventh-street and Second-avenue at 7 o’clock. 
Rooke, it appears, had passed the night on a 
debanch, and at early morning went to the place 
where the shooting occurred. with F. H. Felter, of 
No. 129 West Twenty-seventh-street; Max Stern, 
of the same acdress, and Stack. Drinking went 
on, and all were the worse for liquor. I[¢ 
is generally agreed that Stack was very 
offensive toward Rooke and, after they ha 
wrangied, Stack drew a _ pistol and _ fire 
at Rooke, missing him. Rooke then shot Stack 
through the flesh of the upper part of the left 
arm. The proprietor of the place did not cons 
sider that Stack was seriously injured, and 
closed up his place as soon as he_ could 
induce his belligerent customers to go 
away. Rooke disappeared, and Stack’s frienda 
procured a coach and took him to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. He and his companions did not behave 
properly, and created a disturbance because there 


was no surgeon ready to dress the wound. The 
went away with Stack to the New-Yor 


Hospital, where he was properly attended to, 
after they had lodged a complaint at the East 
Twenty-second-street station-house. Capt. Clinchy 
did not believe that Rooke had gone home, but he 
was so drunk that he had not sense enough to go 
elsewhere, and surrendered quietly when the 
officer, who went to his house as a last 
chance, appeared at his bedside. Captain Clinchy 
immediately went with Rooke to the Yorkvill 
Police Court, but Justice Kilbreth was at the Court 
of Special Sessions, and Rooke was taken back td 
the Eighteenth Precinct Station-house until th 
afternoon, when he was held to await the result 
Stack’s injuries. 
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CROSSLEY PEFEATS M QUIGAN. 

John T. Crossley, of Philadelphia, an@ 
Frank McQuigan, of Boston, were the contestants 
in a 185 yards’ running’match, which was decided 
on the Polo Grounds yesterday afternoon. The 
match was for astake of $800—400a side. Cross- 
ley was the favorite in the betting, odds of thirty 
to twenty being offered on him and freely ac 
cepted by the friends of McQuigap. Both mez 


started by mutual consent, and after a delay of 
about 10 minutes a good start was effected. Oncé 
Crossley thought his opponent had crossed the 
line, which would have constituted a start. He 
ran the whole distance alone, and left MeQuigan 
at the starting point.

A box of black earth rested on two woodet 
horses in the centre of a room at No. 211 West 
Eighteenth-street yesterday afternoon, and around 
it was a number of well-dressed ladies assembled 
to watch the Farm Garden Schoo! give an exhibi- 


tion in agriculture. At the time appointed for the 
commencement ot the exercises Mrs. I. P. S. Briant, 
the teacher, who isa mover in the Children’s Aid 
Society, under the auspices of which the Farm 
Garden School {fs conducted,itapped 2 bell, and 90 
little urchins, ranging be: ween the ages of 5 and 10 
years, marched in and took seats within the circle 
of spectators. Ninety shrill voices then went forth 
inagreeting in song. After this a ‘* body lesson” 
was rehearsed, which consisted in each child plac- 
ing his or her hand to the principal members and 
organs of sense and giving the name of each. A 
miniature farm and its management was then repre- 
sented,the box fullof earth being used as the farm. 
The processes of plowing, harrowing, drilling, 
planting, hosing, corn-husking, sbelling, and going 
to the mill were aij! enacted. During the farm- 
ing exercises verses were repeated and songs were 
sung. The excrcises were concluded with a 
chorus recitation, which ended as follows: ‘* We 
dismiss you with this quotation: Should the corn 
crop fail for three years in succession it would 
barkrupt the Nation.””

ACCUSED OF KILLING HIS WIFE. 

Alexander McDonnell, late of No. 325 East

Mr.: PENDLETON, it is reported, intends to 
call up his bill for the improvement of the 
civil service, which was submitted favorably 
by the committee in March last, at an early 
day, and he is said to be induced to do this 
by the favorable mention which the bill re- 
ceived from the President. We trust that 
be will adhere to this intention, and that 
pvery sincere friend of the reform will useall 
possible energy and determination in pressing 
fhe measure. There is no rational opposi- 
tion to be made to it. It has conquered 
the avowed approval of those at heart most 
inimical to it, and a resolute movement in 
jts favor could not fail to carry it at the 
present session. No wiser political strategy 
on the part.of the majority is possible, and, 
as we have taken occasion to point out, the 
‘better class of Democratic leaders would not 
resist it. The country is prepared and 
anxious for the step, and a failure to take it 
mow would be not only foolish, but dis- 
‘creditable. 


, By avote of 6to5 the Ways and Means 
Committee have reported a bill for the abo- 
Jition of the taxes on tobacco im all its forms. 
‘This will bring up at an early day the entire 
question of tax reduction and the cognate 
question of what amount of surplus revenue 
there is to dispose of. Following the loose 
phraseology of the President’s Message, it 
has been assumed that last year’s reccipts 
from internal revenue and the excess of all 
yeceipts over expenditures just about bal- 
‘anced each other. The fact is that the 
actual surplus of last year was but eighty- 
six and a half million of dollars, while the 
receipts from internal revenue were one 
hundred and forty-six and a half miilions. 
"There can be no surplus revenue till the 
Jegal requirements of the sinking fund have 
been met, any more than there can be till 
the pensioners have been paid or the in- 


terest due to bondholders provided for. ° 


Keeping in view the fact that the law- 
ful needs of the sinking fund for the 
current year amount to forty-four anda half 
millions, the actual surplus available on June 
80, 1883, will not exceed seventy-five and a 
half millions. Assuming that the revenue from 
Customs duties can be brought up to two hun- 
dred and thirty-five millions, which, as Mr. 
J. S. Moorz showed in these columns yes- 
terday, is very improbable, and that the 
cost of pensions will be limited to one 
hundred millions, also by no means proba- 
ble, the surplus of the next fiscal year which 
may safely be dispensed with would not 
exceed eighty millions of dollars. This falls 
sixty-five millions short of the total esti- 
mated receipts from internal revenue, and 
§nvolves enough of doubtful calculation to 
render it very desirabie that reduction rather

Among the wisest suggestions in the Presi- 


ent’s Message was that in regard to the 
ecessity for a constitutional amendment 
iving the Executive the power to disap- 














































prove of any items in an appropriation bill, 
instead of being compelled to accept or re- 
ject it.as a whole. Senator Groraez, of 
Mississippi, has very promptly acted on 
the suggestion by proposing the required 
amendment. The fact that this principle is 
already embodied in the Constitutions of 
fourteen States, and has in every case acted 
as a powerful check on extravagance, ought 
to furnish at least a strong argument for its 
submission to the State Legislatures. It 
involves an enlargement rather of the 
discretion than the power of the national 
Executive, and it carries with it a salutary 
increase of responsibility. Let Mr. Gzorcr 
keep urging his resolution, and in the pres- 
ent virtuous mood of the representatives of 
the people there is no reason why he should 
not succeed in securing for it the necessary 
adhesion of two-thirds of the present Con- 
gress. 





The Utah Commission, in their first re- 
port, say that they have no radical measures 
for the suppression of polygamy to rec- 
ommend. The law under which the com- 
mission are working should be supple- 
mented, however, by other acts of Con- 
gress. As was anticipated, difficulty is 
found in establishing the fact that plural 
marriages are consummated in the Ter- 
ritory. These polygamous relations, as is 
well known, are entered into by con- 
tracting parties * who acknowledge no 
allegiance (in the matter of this par- 
ticular form of contract) to any au- 
thority but that of the Church of the 
Latter Day Saints. * The ceremonial is purely 
ecclesiastical, and the ritual of the Church 
makes ita secret ceremonial. The commis- 
sion propose to substitute civil marriage for 
this, and to legislate so that all other forms 
of marriage shall‘ be null and void. Pre- 
cisely what legal forms shall be observed in 
order to make the marriage obligation a 
civil obligation under the laws of the United 
States is not determined upon. , But the 
scheme proposed, although it may not 
prove a sure preventive of secret plural 
marriages among the Mormons, is one which 
certainly should be adopted in the interests 
of public order. 








The Citizens’ Committee listened last night 
to a report of the results of the late Munici- 
pal contest, whose conclusions are in sub- 
stantial agreement with those already set 
forth in these columns, It will not be 
disputed that the defeat of the Citizens’ 
ticket was due-.to the treachery of 
the Republican managers and the unwil- 
lingness of the great majority of the Demo- 
cratic voters of this City to act independently 
on local issues, lest it might endanger the 
success of their State ticket. That a 
change of 11,000 votes on a total of 
176,000, or of 15 votes in each election 
district of the City, would have elected the 
Citizens’ candidate for Mayor is sufficient 
proof that, with better organization and a 
less exciting condition of general politics, 
such a movement would be reasonably sure 
to succeed. The plans for the future sug- 
gested by the Executive Committee and 
adopted at last night’s meeting are emi- 
nently judicious, and only need to be car- 
ried out by able, energetic, and disinterested 
men to effect a final separation of Municipal 
elections from party politics. 





THE TARIFF COMMISSION’S REPORT 

The work of the Tariff Commission is a. 
disappointment, both to those who most 
strongly advocated the creation of the com- 
mission and to those who most resolutely 
opposed it. * To the former the disappoint- 
ment is disagreeable as well as great; to the 
latter it is equally great, but pleasing. The 
commission has not only failed to take the 
advice of the extreme protectionists, who 
urged it to make a few changes in 
the administration of the tariff laws, to 
advance the lower duties, and add to the 
number of protective rates, but it has rec- 
ommended a substantial, and, on the whole, 
a rational, reduction of duties. It has recog- 
nized the fact that most of the ‘taxes now 
imposed originated in war times and were 
levied for war purposes, and that the older 
industries enjoying protection are enabled 
by the improvements in machinery and pro- 
cesses during the past twenty years to 
compete with foreign rivals under lower 
rates of duty. Until; the details of the 
recommendations. are - known, the ex- 
act total reduction cannot be esti- 
mated, but the specific changes range from 
nominal ones to 40 per cent. or 50 per cent.,' 
and even higher in exceptional cases. The 
principle avowed by the Commission on 
which these changes have been. made is to 
reduce the duties most on articles of neces- 
sary general consumption, and least on 
those requiring more labor, bringing a 
higher price, and used mostly by the 
wealthier classes. How far this principle 
has been faithfully and logically applied is 
also a question to be decided when the re- ; 
port in full is before the public. 

Among the suggestions made by the com- 
mission which will hardly be seriously op- 
posed by any class are those for the 
improvement of the administration of the 
tariff, such as the substitution of a single 
entry fee for the many small ones now ex-. 


and permitting an examination of bulky 
goods elsewhere than in the public stores, 
limiting the requirement of triplicate in- 
voices, &c. These changes do not appear 
to be as extensive or radical as they should 
be, but they are in the right direction. So, 
also, is the recommendation of a Customs 
tribunal, as to the composition and regula- 
tion of which the commission makes very 
valuable and practical suggestions. 

The commission deals very candidly and 
sensibly with the question of the price of 
labor in this country as compared with that 
in foreign countries, remarking in sub- 
stance that no adequate data were pre- 
sented to it for determining .the question, 
and that the specific statistics given in cer- 
tain instances were misleading. It is possi- 
ble that the Commissioners tacitly recog- 
nized the fact that the price of labor is not 
advanced by protection, while the value of 
wages is reduced, and that in any 
case comparisons with one foreign coun- 
try, such as England, would be de- 
prived of any force in this connection 
by comparison with other competing coun- 
tries, such as France or Belgium or Ger- 
many. Some light is thrown on this subject 
by the statistics of American manufacturing 
given by the commission for 1860, 1870, and 
1880. By these it appears that the averaze 





acted, providing for separate appraisement . 


annua] wages in 1860 were $281, in 1870 
$372, and in 1880 $845, while the ratio of 
product to capital was not materially 
changed. Taking these figures with the 
cost of living in the respective years, it is 
obvious that the price of labor is regulated 
by something else than the tariff rates. 

Some considerable changes have been rec- 
ommended by the commission in the various 
schedules. That of ‘sundries’ has been 
carefully analyzed, and about two-thirds of 
its items have been distributed under specific 
classes, chemicals being removed and placed 
under a separate head. In regard to chemi- 
cals, the purpose of the commission is de- 
clared to have been to make all the raw ma- 
terial free. The same commodities ad- 
vanced in manufacture have been reduced 
10 per cent., and an average reduction of 
from 25 per cent. to 30 per cent. has 
been made. As to earthenware, the com- 
mission recommends no change on brown 
and common stoneware, and an apparent 
advance of 15 per cent. on white and printed 
earthenware and on porcelain, though most 
of this advance is offset by the recommended 
abolition of the duty now collected on pack- 
ages, inland freight, and commissions. The 
commission believe that this degree of protec- 
tion is necessary to preserve the industry in 
the United States—a conclusion which the 
testimony and statements of the full report 
possibly may, but probably will not, sus-- 
tain. No considerable change appears to 
have been suggested as to glass. 

The most important recommendations of 
the commission relate to metals. In regard 
to iron and steel, the abolition of compound 
duties is urged, and the substitution of har- 
monious specific rates from the crude mate- 
rial to the more highly finished product. 
Among the recommendations are: A specific 
duty of 50 cents per ton on iron ore, in lieu 
of 20 per cent. ad valorem, not a radical 
change; 3 cents per 100 pounds on pig- 
iron and all scrap-iron; a_ specific 
duty on steel blooms and _ steel in- 
gots; a duty of 80 cents per 100 pounds 
or $17 92 onaton of 2,240 pounds on steel 
rails, instead of $1 25 per 100 pounds or 
$28 per ton as now; reductions of from 10 
per cent. to 20 per cent. on bar-iron, of 5 
cents, 10 cents, and 15 cents per 100 
pounds on hoop, band, and scroll iron; re- 
ductions on iron and steel hardware, tools, 
saws, nails, wire, &c., of from 20 per cent. 
to 50 per cent.; of 15 per cent. to 25 per 
cent. on miscellaneous manufactures of 
metal, and on copper, lead, and zinc. What 
is said of that peculiar swindle, the tax on 
copper ore, is not known. So far as can be 
judged at present, the commission has 
shown more courage and sense in dealing 
with this portion of the tariff than in any 
other part of its work. The interests op- 
posed to reduction and simplification were 
powerful, organized, disciplined, and impu- 
dent, and their tactics were boldly pursued 
to prevent any reform. 

No change is recommended as to the du- 
ties on woods, which is a serious defect. 
The reductions in the sugar duties are small, 
only averaging 15 per cent., which is less 
than the advance made to meet the necessi- 
ties of the Treasury now notoriously passed. 
This is perhaps the most inadequate 
recommendation made by the commission 
and the most difficult to explain. An 
average reduction of from 25 per cent. to 
80 per cent. on cotton goods and yarns and 
threads is recommended, together with some 
considerable changes in the classification. 
The treatment of the wool and woolen du- 
ties is more satisfactory than that of some 
others, though by no meansradical. The 
reductions appear to range from 18 per cent. 
to 40 per cent., but compound duties are, in 
the main, retained. The reduction on wools 
is about 20 percent. On clothing wools of 
the first, and combing wools of the second, 
class, the commission recommend the aboli- 
tion of the 10 per cent. and 11 per cent. 
duty, a reduction of from 20 per cent. to 24 
per cent., and on carpet wools a reduction 
of 16% per cent. On silks a reduction aver- 
aging 23 per cent. is recommended. 

We have indicated the general features of 
the commission’s report. It is plain that it 
has been carefully prepared, and that it will 
furnish material on which Congress can and 
should act promptly. While its specific 
recommendations can, in some cases, un- 
doubtedly be fairly criticised, their adoption 
as a whole by Congress would be a very de- 
cided step in the direction of reform, and 
might well be the turning point in the fiscal 
policy of the country. 





THE POST OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

The President and the Postmaster-General 
recommend some important changes in the 
postal system of the country, but there are 
important points of difference between them. 
President ARTHUR urges upon Congress a 
reduction of the rate of letter postage on 
first class matter from 3 to 2 cents per half- 


ounce, and supports his recommendation 


‘with statistics: which show that he has ex- 


amined the subject with some care. The 
Postmaster-General, adhering to his recently 
announced purpose, embodies in his report a 
very modest paragraph in which he “‘sug- 
gests” that if the reduction to 2 cents 
should threaten a too serious shrinkage 
in the revenue of the department, 
** correspondence may be cheapened almost 
as much by authorizing the sale of stamped 
envelopes at the price of adhesive stamps.”’ 
It is well known that the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral is opposed to the reduction of postage 
in the manner indicated by the President, 
but he appears to have waived his objections, 
and to have materially abbreviated his in- 


tended suggestions concerning stamped en- 
velopes in deference to the views of his su- 
perior. He devotes a good deal of space 
to an argument in behalf of his pet scheme 
of a postal telegraph. This porticn of his 
report is referred to Congress by the Presi- 
dent as a matter which ‘‘may fairly claim 
particular attention,’’ but from which he de- 
clares that he must withhold his concur- 
rence. 

Upon both these questions intelligent pub- 
lic opinion will be likely to incline unmis- 
takably to the views the President takes; in 
fact, the President has merely given official 
expression to opinions already entertained 
by most of the people of the country who 
are familiar with the workings of the postal 
system. Whether letter postage can safely 
be reduced from 3 to 2 cents is a ques- 
tion to which a positive answer cannot be 
given without a more careful and detailed 
investigation. But there can be no question 
that the highly favorable condition of the 
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finances of the department at the present 
time makes this investigation a duty of Con- 
gress and the postal authorities, and there 
are exccllent reasons for supposing that the 
proposed reduction would be found possible 
and judicious. The Post Office Department, 
for the first time in a long series of 
years, hasa surplus, The excess of receipts 
over expenditures for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, was $1,394,888. The estimated 
surplus for the year ending June 80, 1884, 
is $3,929,345. The postal revenue increased 
more than $5,000,000, or over 18 per cent., 
in the year covered by this report as com- 
pared with the previous year, while the 
increase in expenditures was a little 
over 8 per cent. This state of things 
shows that the Post Office Department will 
speedily become a source of large revenue to 
the Government unless the profits accruing 
from the great expansion of business are de- 
voted to a remission of charges. As it was 
never intended that the postal business 
should do more than barely support itself, it 
is clear that the question of reduction is one 
for immediate consideration. 

The conclusion of the President, based 
upon the effect of previous reduction, is 
that the deficiency for the first year after 
the two-cent rate had been established would 
not exceed 7 per cent. of the expenditure, or 
$3,000,000. It is to be noted that the esti- 
mated surplus for the coming fiscal year is 
nearly $4,000,000. When the rate of post- 
age on letters was reduced in 1851 from the 
rates fixed in 1845—5 cents per half-ounce 
for 300 miles and 10 cents for any greater 
distance—the revenue fell off to such a de- 
gree that the deficiency for the next year 
was 27 per cent. of the expenditure. The 
reduction then effected was very much 
greater, in proportion to the business trans- 
acted, than that now proposed. Speaking 
of the reductions of 1845 and 1851, the Presi- 
dent says: ‘‘ In each case there ensued a tem- 
porary loss of revenue, but a sudden and large 
influx of business, which substantially re- 
paired that loss in three years.’? There was 
asurplus in 1849, four years after the first 
reduction. The large deficiencies of the dec- 
ade following the year 1851 were not in any 
wise attributable to the reluction then made, 
but, as was pointed out by Postmaster- 
General James last year, were the 
result of the extravagant increase in 
the cost of the service. The estimate 
which puts the maximum deficiency to be 
apprehended from the establishment of the 
two-cent rate at $3,000,000 is, no doubt, 
within bounds. But there are several ways in 
which this can be lessened. ‘The raising of 
the rate upon merchandise now transported 
in the mails at less than cost would be an en- 
tirely just and proper act, and while not like- 
ly to materially increase the revenues, would 
considerably reduce the cost of the service 
But itis from thorough-going reforms in 
the department and its branches, enforcing 
rigid honesty and economy in all postal 
affairs, that the chief saving may be most 
confidently looked for. The example of the 
New-York Post Office, where, by a business- 
hike system of appointments and thorough 
organization, the office is able to do twice as 
much work.as it did five years ago with 
substantially the same number of employes, 
points the way to a possible saving which 
would make annual surpluses possible in 
spite of reductions in charges. 

Postmaster-General Howr’s ideas about 
‘‘lesSening the cost of correspondence’’ by 
selling stamped envelopes at the price of ad- 
hesive stamps no longer demand serious exam- 
ination. As we recently showed, the reduc- 
tion effected in that way would be insignifi- 
cant—not more than a third of acent ona 
letter—and by establishing a Government 
monopoly of envelope-making it would de- 
stroy a legitimate field for private enterprise. 
Nor is any elaborate refutation of Mr. 
Howe’s plea fora postal telegraph called 
for. We agree with him that it is not a 
good thing to have the telegraphic system in 
such hands and so managed that ‘‘ whoever 
contro}s its utterances may at pleasure buoy 
a market in which he wishes to sell, and 
break one in which he wishes to buy,’’ but 
we altogether dissent from his horrified as- 
sertion that ‘‘this agency is much too dread- 
ful to intrust to private hands.” 
some laws and honest Judges would furnish 
an adequate defense against the misuse of 
this ‘‘dreadful’’ agency. At any rate, it is 
not the function of the Government to protect 
the public against sordid monopolists by 
buying up at their own price the instrument 
of theirextortion. Its opportunities to pur- 
chase would soon far exceed its means. 
However, Mr. Howr and all Postmasters- 
General who may succeed him might as 
well understand that no proposition to 
put the telegraph offices of the coun- 
try into the hands of the Govern- 
ment is worth an instant’s discussion 
so long as the present vicious system of ap- 
pointment to places in the Federal service 
continues in force. The people will be op- 
posed to any increase in the number of of- 
fices to be filled by methods of selection 
which give no guarantee of the fitness and 
honesty of the incumbent. Jay GouLp 
is not an ideal master of telegraphs, but 
with a Government service chosen under 
the spoils system the way would be opened 
to abuses far more dangerous to the public 
than any he can perpet ate. 





WHO IS 1HE HEAD CENTRE? 

Atlast, we have a real Irish martyr among 
us. Mr. Joan Drvoy languishes in Lud- 
low-Street Jail because he refuses to disclose 
the name of the head of the Irish revolu- 
tionary party in the United States. In the 
Court of General Sessions, where Mr. Devoy 
was on trial for having libeled Mr. AvuGustT 
BELMONT, the defense set up by Mr. Devoy 
was that when he penned the alleged libel, 
as editor of the Jrish ation, he was 
merely obeying the orders of a mys- 
terious Unknown, who is the real chief 
of the Fenian, or Irish, Brotherhood 
in this country. Mr. BELMONT was in- 
trusted with certain funds for transmission 
| to Ireland in 1865. Subsequently, Devoy 
wrote and printed in his newspaper an arti- 
cle in which it was charged that BELMONT 
had withheld the tidy sum of $16,000 of 
this amount, presumably for his own private 
uses. This was clearly libelous unless the 
charge were true. But, being criminally pros- 
ecuted for libel, Devoy took’ refuge in his 


privileges. He pleaded, in extenuation of his 
writing and printing the offensive article, that 


he was obliged to obey the orders of the Un- 
known. When asked to disclose the name 
of the person under whose direction he

he flatly refused to answer. The Judge 
ruled that the witness (Devoy) must an- 
swer the question or be committed to prison 
for contempt of court. Drvoy folded his 
arms, and, with one more defiance of the 
British Lion disguised in the person of the 
counsel for the prosecution, refused to give 
up the name of the Unknown. So he was 
sent to prison for thirty days. 

Of course, Drvoy may purge himself 
of contempt at any time by divulging the 
name of the Head Centre, as the chief Irish 
revolutionist has usually been called. But 
he declares that he will never, never breathe 
the name of that mysterious person. Todo 
this would be, according to Devoy, to cover 
himself all over with infamy and to invite 
prosecution for a breach of the neutrality 
laws. The redoubtable Unknown, it seems, 
can issue ‘ orders; which bring his ser- 
vants into jeopardy, while he himself is 
sheltered in an impenetrable incognito. 
The unfortunate Mr. Devoy is only the 
amanuensis, so to speak,:of this dread 
Mumbo Jumbo of the Irish revolutionists. 
He very naturally disclaims responsibility 
for the ‘‘inspiration’”’ of the article contain- 
ing the alleged libel. The real libeler is con- 
cealed in the vague and shadowy form of 
the Unknown. No proceedings can be un- 
dertaken against him, for he is, so to speak, 
an indefinite shape, a myth, a will-’o-the-: 
wisp, perhaps not even anentity. Obeying 
the monitions of this influence, which may 
have been made manifest only by a mental 
impulse, or by a semi-conscious cerebration 
even, Mr. Devoy uttered what he presuma- 
bly admits to be a libel. He takes shelter 
behind the awful Shade which represents 
the head of the Irish revolutionary party in 
this country, asking that the Shade, and not 
he, shall be held responsible for the alleged 
slander. Obviously, since Devoy will not 
disclose the identity of the Unknown, Dr- 
voy must suffer in his stead. And when 
the affair is stripped of its legal verbiage 
this is the real reason why Drvoy has gone 
to jail. He is the vicarious sufferer for the 
misdeeds of the resistless Unknown. As 
this personage, if we may call him, or it, a 
personage, is a species of Irish tutelary di- 
vinity, it follows that Mr. Devoy is an Irish 
martyr. 

Proceedings in matters of libel would be 
greatly simplified if newspaper writers gener- 
ally could be allowed to plead Drvoy’s ex- 
cuse. Ifa writer could say that he wrote a 
libel, or an alleged libel, without knowing 
whether the matters therein contained were 
true or false, under orders from a superior, 
being, whose identity it would be infamous 
to disclose, the art of libel would be made 
easy. §o long asthe malign influence that 
promotes the libel may remain wrapped 
in an impenetrable mystery, and’ the man 
who is exercised by that ° influence 
is considered merely a machine, acting 
‘*ministerially,”’ (aa OAKEY Hau used to 
say,) it will be extremely difficult, if not 
impossible, to punish anybody who utters 
or circulates a siander. And, although Mr. 
Drvoy has tantalized us by disclosing the 
fact that there isan Unknown, but whom, 
or which, he hides behind the door of his 
secrecy, he should be regarded as a real 
benefactor to all who propose libel or slan- 
der’ as a regular industry. But it will be 
necessary for him to come bravely out of his 
present difficulties. 

It is obvious, however, that the world is 
not to know much about the disbursements 
of funds collected by the Irish patriots. It 
is admitted in England that thousands of 
starving Irish peasants are kept from abso- 
lute death by the contributions of their more 
fortunate relatives in the United States. 
Exactly what has been done with the con- 
tributions for freeing ; Ireland’ from the 
yoke of the hated Saxon only the myste- 
rious Unknown knows, and he declines 
to tell. It is suggestive of loose book-keep-, 
ing, however, to say the least,’that such a 
matter as $16,000 could go astray, so that the 
known Irish leaders could not say what had 
become of it. . If the mysterious Unknown 
spent that neat sum of money for whisky 
and tobacco and then directed Drvoy to 
say that the banker had put it into his own 
pocket, the alleged editor of the Irish Nation 
becomes more than ever a martyr. Of 
course, we concede that our neutrality laws 
do not amount to much, but it will be news 
to most men that they have been contravened 
by the Irish patriots. These gentlemen have 
had a good time with the money of honest 
people. But they have never made any se- 
rious attempts to cripple the British Lion. 


THE TRANSIT. 

To-day’s transit of venus is in several re- 
spects a remarkable one. It is the first 
transit which astronomers have been content 
to observe from thelr own observatories. Of 
course there are astronomers—chiefly new 
ones—who have asked their respective Gov- 
ernments to send them to distant and desira- 
ble places on the pretext of observing the 
transit, but asarule the astronomers have 
staid at home. 

The explanation of this fact undoubtedly 
is that the astronomers over-reached them- 
selves on the occasion of the transit of 1874. 
They then asserted that a transit of Venus 
only happens about once in a century, and 
that it is an affair of tremendous importance, 
inasmuch as it affords data for calculating 
the distance of the sun. People have been 
so accustomed to accept the  asser- 
tion of astronomers without question 
that no one has ventured to ask 
how the passage of Venus across 
the sun’s disk enables any one to calcu- 
late the distance of the latter body from the 
earth. It would not, however, have made 
much difference if such a question had 
been asked, for it would have been answered 
with so many scientific terms that no one 
could possibly have comprehended the 
answer. Doubtless it is true that the sun’s 
distance can be found by observing the 
transit of Venus, but it so happens 
that the observations made during 
one transit always show that the sun’s 
distance is either greater or less than it was 


at the time of the last previous transit. The 
astronomers always maintain that their last 
observations are exceptionally accurate, but 


that they must be tested by further observa- 
tions of the next transit. It has finally be- 
come evident to all thinking people that so 





from the earth will never be definitely settled.\ 

It so happens that a transit of Mars is just 
about as useful for astronomicai purposes:as 
a transit of Venus. After the Government 
had sent astronomers all over the earth to 
observe the transit of Venus in 1874, the 
public was astonished to learn that a transit. 
of Mars was to take place a yearor two 
later. Why, it was asked, had not 
the astronomers, who insisted that a 
transit of Venus was an event hap- 
pening only once a century, mentioned 
that a transit of Mars was also close at 
hand? The feeling that the public ‘had 
been trifled with by this suppression of the 
fact of the approaching transit of Mars was 
eo general that unly the boldest astronomers 
ventured to ask the Government to send 
them to Paris or Rome or up the Nile to ob- 
serve the latter event. 

A little later it was announced that another 
transit of Venus was to take place in the 
present year. Thiswastoomuch. Had the 
astronomers ventured to ask the Govern- 
ment for* two or three men-of-war ‘ to 
convey them all over the worid, and an 
enormous appropriation to supply them with 
telescopes, theodolites, ivory chips,» and 
other instruments, all on the pretext that 
the observation of the present transit is abso- 
lutely necessary in order to-determine the 
distance of the sun, they would have been 
met with an outburst of indignation hardly 
less violent than that aroused by the River 
and Harbor bill. 

It has, therefore, been decided by the as- 
tronomers to stay at home. They have sud- 
denly discovered that their own observato- 
ries afford all necessary facilities for ob- 
serving the transit. They have even gone 
further, and kindly informed the people 
that this is what theatrical men would call a 
great popular transit, which anybody can 
observe at the low pice of a piece of 
smoked glass. Between 9 and 2 o’clock 
to-day the possessor of smoked glass can 
enjoy the thrilling sight of a black speck, 
resembling a fly, in the act of creeping across 
the sun’s disk, and can then take a slate and 
pencil and guess at the distance of the sun, 
being careful to make it not less than ninety- 
two and not more than ninety-five millions 
of miles. This is the first time within the 
memory of man that the unlearned common 
people have been permitted to observe a 
transit, and it is the first revelation of the 
fact that a transit can be seen through smoked 
glass. 

It must seem strange even to the most 
thoughtless and unsuspicious of men that 
the transit of to-day should, according to 
the astronomers, differ so widely from all 
other transits. Hitherto the most remarkable 
feature of a transit of Venus has been the 
assumed impossibility of seeing it at home. 
No matter where an astronomer * might 
live, the transit’ was never visible with- 
in a thousand mules of his home. The 
New-York astronomers had to go to 
Pekin to observe a transit; the Chinese 
astronomers had to go to Australia, and the 
Australian astronomers had to go to Europe. 
Why isit that the present transit can be 
seen here and seen by unlearned people 
through cheap smoked glass instead of costly 
telescopes? Is it not a singular coincidence 
that the transit which is thus easily visi- 
ble is precisely the one which astron- 
omers are not to be sent thousands of 
miles to observe? He would be indeed a 
credulous person who should regard this 
coincidence as a mere matter of chance. The 
opinion that all transits of Venus may be 
observed at home and through smoked glass 
will be as universal to-day as are blackened 
noses and eye-brows, and there will be no 
astronomer hereafter who will venture to. 


dissent from this opinion.

mark upon the striking agreement between the.

A revival of college boat-races, other 
than the annual meeting between students of Yale 
and Harvard at New-London, for the purpose of 
mutual admiration, is likely to take plaee next 
Summer. The students who gathered at Lake 
George on the Fourth of July last,and amused them. 
selves and a vast throng of spectators by some 
very prettily contested races, represented five col. 
leges—Bowdoin, Cornell, Princeton, the University 
of Pennsylvania, and the Wesleyan University. 
There is nosound objection to college boat-raceg 
if they do not interfere with the regular functiong 
of the college, and do not develop the snobbish. 
ness which has recently been displayed on the 
banks of the Connecticut Thames. At Lake 
George, after last Summer’s races had all been 
rowed, the captains of the five crews, met and 
made a temporary organization, and as a result 
of that aetion a meeting will be held at the Hoff- 
man House, in this City, Dec. 28, to form an associa- 
tion for the sole purpose, it is understeod, of- 
arranging for rowing races between crews of vari: 
ous colleges during the Summer months. Dele 
gates are expected to auswer the call for this meet 
ing from many colleges. The committee having 
the affair in charge think that intercollegiate boat- 
racing may be carried on to-day at much less ex« 
pense than formerly. The four-oared shell hag 
superseded the six-oared boat, and the cost of fit- 
ting out a crew has thereby been materially re< 
duced.

The burning of Ingestre Hall has been fole 
lowed by that of Cievedon Court, a place of even 
more interesting associations, Clevedon is a vil- 
lage magvilicently placed on acliff, or cleeve, which 
commands tie Bristol Channel on ,the Somerset- 
shire coast. . The rocks rise to a considerable height, 
and on one of them formerly stood a tower, erecied 
by one of the former lords of the manor, and called 
after him—Wake’s Tower. AcNnzs, daughter of 
Sir lHomas LoveL, brought Clevedon toSir Tuomas 
WAKE, member of a very ancient and celebrated 
family. Henry VII. seized the manor on account 
of a WAKEsupporting Richarp at Bosworth Field, 
and granted it to certain persens to be held by the 
annual tribute of a red rose, but subsequently 
restored it to a Wake, who settled it on 
his son, who had married a CareEssBy, (of the sub- 
sequent gunpowder plot conspirator’s family.) 
James _. made the reigning Wake a Baronet. 
The Wakes were ardent loyalists, and a Capt, 
WAKE was tbe original of the pretty story 
told by App1son of the cavalier who found in the 
Cromwellian Judge before whom he was brought 
for trial an old Westminster schoolfellow for 
whom he had once borne a beating from Dr. 
Bussy. One good turn deserves another, and the 
Judge saved his friend’s life. The Wakzs were, in 
common with so many more, ruined by their loyal 
services. Among the ,innumerable petitions to 
CHARLES IL in 1660 is one for restoration te a 
raugership from Sir WiLLiaAm sétting forth how 
his father had raised a troop at a cost of $20,000, 
and had his real estate sequestered by CromWwELu 
for ten years, so that he died a prisoner in the 
King’s Bench Prison with $25,000 debt. The faci 
brings home to us what thousands of families 
must have had to endure at that time. The 
WakEs, however, were of stout stuff, and got ug 
again. The rescued cavalier before mentioned had 
a son who became a notable Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the son of the poor Baronet who 
died in the bench married the heiress of the 
historic house of Drury—from whose great Lon- 
don mansion Drury-lane takes its name. Clevedon 
ultimately passed from the Wakes to the Diasys, 
and was sold by the latter, about 120 years ago, to 
a@ great British merchant named Exron, whose 
descendant, Sir AprauwamM, had a daughter, mother 
of ArntHUR Hatitam, the subject of TENNYSON’s 
*“‘In Memoriam.” Describing Cievedon Court in 
the last century, a writer says: “ The manor house 
is a noble old building, the work of different 
periods, very pleasantly situated on the southern 
slope of the hill, which is here wildly studded with 
craggy rocks, intermixed wita fine herbage.” The 
Exvrons have long been known as a most refined 
and cultivated family, of pronounced literary 
tastes, and their collection of books, now in part 
destroyed, was one of the best in Western Eng- 
land. It was to Clevedon that Artaur HaLtam’s 
remains were brought in 1834 and interred in the 
chancel there. The spot was selected not only on 
account of connection with kindred but because 
of its still and sequestered situation, on a lonely 
hill overhanging the Bristol Channel.

THE COMMITTEE OF FIFTY 


A REVIEW OF 1TS WORK DURING 
THE LAST ELEUCTION. 
THE OAUSES WHICH LED TO THE DEFEAT 
OF THE CITIZENS’ TICKET—BAD FAITH 
ON THE PART OF SOME REPUBLICAN 
LEADERS—THE COURSE WHICH THE 
COMMITTEE PROPOSES TO PURSUE IN 
THE FUTURE. j 
Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer presided at the meet- 
Yng of the Committee of Fifty held in Municiral 
Hall last evening. The. meetine was spevially 
called to hear the report of the Executive Commit- 
tee in reference to its work in the last Municipal 
campaign. This report was presented by Mr. John 
¥F. Plummer, Chairman of the committee, and was 
listened to with much interest by the members of 
the committee who were in attendance, including 
Gen. Francis C. Barlow, Mayor Grace, Frederick 
L. Talcott, Henry E. Peilew. Douglass Campbell, 





' Charles W. Dayton, D. B, St. John Roosa, William 


M. Ivins, F. M. Scott, George Jones, Jacob H. Schiff, 
Simon Sterne, William H. Guion, C, P. Miller, Al- 
fred Steckler, George W. Folsom, L. G. Garrettson, 
James C, Carter, Henry Holt, Henry E. Howland, 
F. W. Whitridge, and others. The report recited 
the organization of the Committee of Fifty, its ac- 
tion in selecting nominees, and the indorsement of 
the ticket, excepting the candidate for County 
Clerk, by the Republican Party. In answer to 
the criticisms made upen the committee be- 
cause they held no conference with the Repub- 
lican Party managers regarding the selection of 
the tieket, the report says: ** The Citizens’ Commit- 
tee had asked the co-operation of all citizens for 
the purpose of separating City affairs from State 
and national politics and putting the fittest men 
Into office, and it would clearly have been: incen- 


sistent with that position for the Executive Com- 
mittee to enter into any conference or to make 
any arrangement which could possibly be con- 
strued to be a bargain with one of the political or- 
ganizations.”” Tne work of the campaign prepara- 
tory te the election was recited. The suspected 
treachery on the part of the Republican managers 
is referred to as follows: 

‘** Your committee felt confident of the success 
of at least a portion of the ticket until the even- 
ing before the election, when they received infor- 
mation which led them to infera purpose on the 
part of some of the Republican leaders to reap 
the moral benefit of an indorsement of the Citi- 
zens’ ticket, and yet not forego the advantages 
that might accrue to thie Republican organization, 
or individual leaders therein, from deals with 
Tammany Hall. With an instinct which is 
probably correct such leaders felt the Citizens’ or- 
ganization to be the common enemy of machine 
politics as apphed to Municipal administration, 
and that the Republican machine politician would 
run less danger by the success of the Tammany or- 
ganization, with which deals could be made, than 
by the success of the Citizens’ movement, with 
which they could not make deals. On the day 
of election the suspicions previously enter- 
tained were realized in many of the dis- 
iricts. It was ascertained that Republican boxes 
in such districts were running Edson tickets with 
O’Brien for County Clerk. Your committee consider 
that these facts convict a portion of the Repabli- 
oan leaders of net having done that which they 
had agreed to do,and we estimate that by this 
and other devices at least 11,000 votes were with- 
drawn from the candidates of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee and were cast for the opposing candidates, 
and therefore had such deals not been made, the 
Citizens’ ticket would have been successful. In 
one of the districts your committee believes that 
they were treacherously dealt with by their own 
agents, and that a considerable loss of votes was 
thereby caused. 

* Within a few days before election some of the 
individuals connected with the Republican organ- 
zation asked your Executive Committee for 
financial aid for that organization. It seemed to 
your committee to be impossible to grant their 
request, because it was not accompanied with 


an offer to withdraw their candidate for 
County Clerk. It was clear to your commtt- 
see that if such financial aid had been ac- 


corded, and the whole ofthe ticket had been 
slected with the exception of Mr. Butler, and that 
in lieu of Mr. Butler Mr. O’Brien had been elected, 
the Citizens’s candidate could have had just 
grounds to accuse your committee cf a breach of 
Hence acceptance of the propo- 
sition was deemed inadmissible, and its rejection 
Kd — committee doubtless engendered some 

-will.’” 

In closing their report the committee say: 

** The resuit of the election shows: ; 

** First—That had the Republican loca! organiza- 
tion indorsed the whole ticket and worked with 
industry and zeal for its success instead of indors- 
ing but part of the ticket and working for it with 
a lame and half-hearted zeal, the Citizens’ move- 
mentg would undoubtedly have been successful. 

** Second—One of the difficulties against which the 
committee had to contend was the enormous 
strength of the political upheaval which took place 
on Nov. 7, The Democrats upon your committee 
contended, with great justice, that at the present 
time their State ticket could not be endangered by 
any Citizens’ movement in the City of New-York 
which would antagonize the vicious and dangerous 
elements of the Democratic Party in that City. 
Other Democrats, however, as sincerely thought 
otherwise, and were apprehensive that any 
yote of divided. allegiance as between State 
and Municipal * tickets would by some 
oceult and unknown manner endanger the State 
ticket, and therefore thousands of Democrats who, 
under ordinary circumstances, weuld have voted 
the Citizens’ ticket refrained from doing so. Many 
Republicans who determined to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket determined at the same time to vote 
the whole local Democratic ticket, with the view 
of making the rebuke that they proposed to admia- 
ister to their own party as pointed as possible. 
Hence this was as little favorable a year as could 
auve been chosen for practical purposes to achieve 


the ends that our committee had in view. 
Yet, notwithstanding all these adverse cir- 
cumstances, a change of less than 11,000 


votes of the whole number of voies cast (176,000) 
would even this vear have elected the whole Citi- 
zens’ ticket. In this estimate no account is taken 
of the possible frauds at the polis, possible frauds 
and mistakes in counting, none of which would 
Inure to the benefit of the committee. Our organ- 
ization was so necessarily incomplete (in conse- 
quence of want of time) that we had few challen- 
zers at the polls, and it was without Inspectors of 
Election, whereas each of the other organizations 
was fully represented. A change of about 15 votes 
in each election district in the City of New-York, 
trandulently or mistakenly made, was sufficient to 
thange the result as the vote stands. 

** Your committee see in the situation, therefore, 
only ground for hope that with a more comp'ete 
organization in a year when party feeling runs less 
intensely and with a further popularization of the 
fundamental ideas upon which our movement is 
based—the taking the administration of Municipal 
affairs out of State and national politics—a speedy 
and easy success may be looked for. 

It would be a source of regret if the money ex- 
pended and the experience gathered during the 
campaign should be wasted by the failure on the 

art of the Committee of Fifty to continue its ex- 
stence. Independent of the question of an elec- 
tion for offices there is an immense field of useful 
activity open to us in suggesting and promoting 
legislation for the purpose of securing to the City 
of New-York self government, an intelligent sys- 
tem of administration, a harmonious City charter, 
and an election which will separate in point of 
time (so as to mark the separation as to object) 
the election of Municipal from State aad_national 
ofiicers. With these ends in view, your Executive 
Committee respectfully suggest: 

svirst—The discharge of your present Executive 
—- aud the maintenance of your organiza- 

on. 

Second—The appointment of a committee of 
seven on organization for the purpose of organiz- 
fing the various district associations upon some 
uniform plan so that they may be effectually em- 
ployed for the distribution of documents and bal- 
lots for election purposes, for the education of 
voters between election days, and the scrutiny of 
the conduct of Assemblymen and Aldermen, for 
the purpose of re-electing those who are faithful. 
and to prevent ‘the election of those who are cor- 
rupt. 

Third—The appointment of a committee of five 
on legislation, with power to add to its num- 
bers, to suggest and draft such laws as may be 
needful to promote the best interests of the City of 
New-York, and otherwise to take the necessary 
measures to secure the enactment by the Legisia- 
ture of Jaws for the good of the City. _ 

Fourth—The appointment of a committee of five 
upon the administration of justice in the City and 
County of New-York, whose duty it shall be to in- 
quire—when any cause for so doing shall appear or 
be brought to their notice—into the workings o 
the offices of Sheriff, Register, aud County Cierk, 
and into the conduct of all other officers charged 
with the administration of justice in this City, and 
to investigate complaints which shall be made in 
respect to the matters mentioned, and to report, 
trom time to time, as may be necessary, to the Com- 
mittee of Fifty in the premises. 

* ~ifth—The appointment of a committee of five 
on the administration of the City departments, 
which shall investigate the conduct of those de- 
partments, and report to the Committee of Fifty. 

** Indeed, if it sees fit to continue its organiza- 
tion, the sphere of usefulness of the committee is 
50 great that the argument against continuing it 
is not that it will have no excuse forits existence, 
but that the multitude ot good work ready to 
band is aa too great for any one organization 

o undertake.” 

f The report was accepted after a free and full de- 
bate, in which the necessity of just such commit- 
tees as were suggested was urged. and the per- 
manent Chairman, Mr. Joseph H. Choate, was em- 
powered to appoint the committees suggested. In 
Epeaking of the necessity of an investigation of the 
judiciary. Gen. Barlow said that some of its mem- 
bers needed watching, and that one Judge in this 
City, at least, ought to be impeached, as his name 
bas come to be a by-word and reproach among the 
members of the legal profession in this City as the 
tool of corporate and political powers. 

A resolution was adopted appointing a commit- 
tee of five on legislation to prepare before the in- 
coming of the Legislature necessary amendments 
to the City charter, to be presented to that body 
for its adoption at the coming session. It was also 
voted that a committee of three be appointed to 
prepare a plan for the permanent organization, 
this committee to be also appointed by the perma- 
nent Chairman. The resignations of Francis P. 
Freeman and George Cabot Ward as members of 
the committee were received and accepted. 

The Treasorer, Jacob H. Schiff, reported total 
receipts by the committee of $54,349; total expen- 
ditures, $52,399 25: balance cash on hand, $1,949 75;

ENGLISH INVESTORS WARNED. 








CABLE STOCK QUOTATIONS CONTROLLED BY 
" LARGE NEW-YORK SPRCULATORS. 
From the Money Article in the London Railway News 
of Nov. 23. 

The past week has been marked by serious 
depression in all departments of business on the 
Stock Exchange. The probability of further ad- 
vance In the value of money has been discussed, 
and the decline in the New-York Exchange has 
been watched daily with keen interest as it ap- 
proached a point at which gold shipments from 
this side might be made with profit. Coincident 
with a larger supply of bills said to have been 
offering In New-York—many of them probably, as 


cn former occasions, manufactured for the purpose 
of aiding speculation—there has been a severe 
shrinkage in the quotations of railway and 
other securities, many of which are largely 
held in this country. The prices of stocks 
and shares, which are cabled over each 
ren rale the dealings in this market. The compi- 
lation of this list is belleved to be under the con- 
trol of large speculators in New-York, who do not 
scruple to avail themselves very freely of the op- 
portunities which are afforded by its publication to 
raise or depress prices. Owing to the difference of 
time between the two on the opening 
prices only arrive here about the time the Stock 
Exchange closes. Of the course of business in 
New-York for the day nothing is known, while 
the latest prices arranged for the London market 
are published here on the following day. Of the 
amount of business thus transacted between the 
opening and closing of the Stock Exchange some 
idea may be formed by the statement that over a 
taiilion of shares were sold in one day, and of these 
dealings the holders of securities on this side of the 
Atlantic were, perhaps, fortunately ignorant. A 
few firms in London having eorrespondents iu New- 
York may and do frequently receive information 
by cable respecting the stocks in which they are 
principally interested, but, so far as the publio 
generally are concerned, they are in complete 
ignoranee of all that is going on on the New-York 
Stock Exchange. The few coded phrases which 
are occasionally employed to describe the condi- 
tion of the market are of no practical value what- 
ever, and are often Indicrousiy at variance with 
the quotations which are given. It is not surpris- 
ing, therefore, that the confidence of investors and 
others should be —— tried when violent fluc- 
tuations, for which no adequate reason is assigned, 
are reported. , 

Itis stated that during the past week a more 
violent raid has been made upon the stocks than 
has been known for years past. Holders here are 
perfectly helpless In the matter, and if alarmed at 
the reported rapid depreciation in the value of 
their property they, at last, yield to “panic,” 
which has been sought to be created, and sell their 
stocks, it is only to find that they have played into 
the hands of the astute and wealthy operators, 
who are parties to this ‘*raid.”” The clique of 
operators in New-York cannot learn too soon that 
their proceedings must ultimately destroy the con- 
fidence of European investorsin American secu- 
rities. The amount of gain that may be won 
by these scandalous “‘raids” sinks into in- 
significanee when compared with the lasting 
injury which is inflicted on the credit of joint stock 
enterprise in the United States. All the informa- 
tion to hand tells of the great and growing pros- 
perity of the country, its magnificent crops, its 
rapidly increasing railway traffics, and apparently 
no better field offers tor the investment of money 
than the United States of America. As soon, how- 
ever, as any portion of the large amonant of capital 
seeking employment hereis invested in railway 
securities, forthwith a band of irresponsible mil- 
lionaires, intent only upon insreasing the stock of 
their ill-gotten wealth, combine to create a money 
scare in their own country anda panic here for 
the purpose of frightening holders out of securi- 
ties and getting possession of them on such terms 
as wi!l enable them to make huge profits on the 
transaction.

LITTLE HOPE OF SEHING THE TRANSIT. 

The prospects for observing the transit of 
Venus to-day are very dismal, so far at least as the 
neighborhood of New-York is concerned. At 
the Signal Service office last night it 
was said that the day would .. prob- 
ably be cloudy, with rain or” snow, 


most likely the latter. The cloud belt will proba- 
bly extend along almost the entire Atlantic coast 
and also over a large part of the lake region. The 
only locality in which the chances are that 
a fair opportunity will be offered to ob- 
serve the transit is the far North-west, 
along the Upper Mississippi, and contiguous 
lake coasts. For the New-England observatories 
the prospect is no better than for those in the 
nelghbornood of this City. There having been 
cloudy weather and snow over most of that region 
yesterday and last night, the indications were that 
the weather would not be clearing there to-day. 
At midnight the weather here was cloudy with oc- 
casional showers of rain. At the same time there 
was an auroral display iliumining the clouds at the 
north-north- west. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Preparations are now 


‘complete at the Naval Observatory for to-morrow’s 


great astronomical event. A long frame structure 
built at one side of the Observatory building for 
use in conveying the light to the photographic 
cameras at the last transit of Venus has been re- 
fitted with the necessary apparatus for the reper- 
formance of the service, and nothing stands in the 
way of the success of the observation by the naval 
astronomers but such a possible state of the at- 
mosphere as to prevent a clear view of the transit 
of the planet acrossthe sun’s disk. Preliminary ex- 
periments have been made by Mr. Rogers, the pho- 
tegrapher, which show his apparatus to be in per- 
fect condition. Prof. Harkness will use a 5-inch 
equatorial giass during the transit, Prof. Frisby a 
6-inch equatorial glass, and Commander Sampson 
a9 6-10-ineh equatorial instrument. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 5.—The German 
astronomers to-day finished their preparatory ob- 
servations and made the final tests of their instru- 
ments. The indications here this evening lead to a 
fear that the day will be cloudy. A light rain com- 
menced at 10 o'clock. If the day is clear three 
telescopic observations of the contacts at ingress 
and egress will be made at the station of the 
astronomers at Trinity College, two by the Ger- 
mans and one with the collegerefractor. The most 
of the interval between ths contacts will be de- 
It is hopea 
that in this time eieht fuil sets of observations can 
be made. 


City oF Mexico, Dec, 5.—Much interest is 
evinced in scientific circles regarding the transit 
of Venus, which will be entirely visibie here. Five 
thousand chronographic signals have been ex- 
changed between the observatory of Chapultepec 
and the French Commission in Puebla to deter- 
mine the astronomic position of the station of the 
commission. The Mexican Government has sup- 
plied instruments to scientific societies througnout 
the republic for making the observations.

A BODY-SNATCHING SENSATION IN PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 5.—Frank McNamee, 
‘* Dutch” Pillet, and Levi Chew, the latter a col- 
ored man, were arrested late last night while driv- 
ing a wagon containing five dead bodies to the 
Medical College. The bodies had been stolen from 
the Lebanon Cemetery, a burial ground for colored 
persons, in the lower part of the city. The pris- 
oners are professional ‘‘resurrectionists,” and their 


operations have been carried on for a long time. 
Two more arrests were made early this morning, 
when a detective visited the cemetery ground and 
arrested Robert Chew, its Superintendent, and An- 
drew Mullen. The prisoner Frank McNamee had 
a contract with the Government for carrying the 
mails between this city and Newton Square, Deia- 
ware County. Mullen drove the wagon with this 
mail, and was about to start on his journey this 
morning when taken into custody. He pleadcd 
immunity from arrest on this account, and was ac- 
cordingly released upon his promise to attend the 
hearing in the afternoon. 

Long before the hour set for the hearlng crowds 
of colored people blockaded Seventh-street. Plots 
to lynch the prisoners on their arrival were dis- 
cussed, but Constable Myers, Pinkerton Detective 
Henderson,and others rushed the prisoners through 
the crowded hallway to a back door, and had them 
inside before the mob realized what was going on. 
It vented its disappointment in jeers and yells. The 
office was crowded, the colored element being 
strongest. Several of the officers of the Lebanon 
Cemetery were present. 

Louis N. Megargee testified that two keys found 
on MeNamee fitted doors in the room where 
bodies were prepared for dissection at the Jeffer- 
son Cellege. McNamee denied knowing who gave 
them to him or what he wus to haul, but finally 
said he had waited outside the cemetery while the 
others brought out the bodies, and he knew where 
they came from. Robert Chew when arrested 
at the cemetery about 4:30 0’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, began crying and said he hyped gs $8 for every 
body taken from the cemetery and that the money 
was handed to him by his brother. He did 
not know how many graves’ had_ been 
robbed. Sometimes Pillet did the digging 
and sometimes Levy. He haa beer in the 
cemetery 11 years and the body-snatching had 
been going on for 9 years. His brother-in-law, 
Soloman Batcher, now in Maryland, did it first, 
then a man named Myers, and then McNamee. 
Sometimes, if the wagon came and the driver said 
they were short, the coflins were opened in 
the receiving vault, the corpse ‘* snatched,” 
and the farce of burying the empty ooffin 
Was gone through nextday. The records.of the 
burials found at the cemetery this morning showed 
thatin two months 55 bodies were in one grave. 
This created a sensation among the audience, 
Upon the conclusion of the testimony the defend- 
ants were declared committed iu defauit of $5,000 
bail for a farther hearing on Friday. As soon as the 
crowd outside of the magistrate’s office learned that 
the case was over, an overwhelming rush was 
made for the entry and gateway, with threats to 
lynch the prisoners, and a Sergeant and 10 of the 
reserves had to be sent for. The crowd made 
another rush and men and women struck at the 
captives, who shrank and cowered before them. 
The policemen drew their clubs, and almoston a 
trot went down Chestnut-street, to the Central 
Station. where the priseners were locked up for 
the night,

A STRANGE FIRE IN TRENTON. 


SSS 
SUBTERRANEAN FLAMES IN GREAT BANKS OF 
- CINDPERS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 5.—The fire in the cin- 
der banks of the New-Jersey Steel and Iron Com- 
pany, which three weeks ago raged so fiercely and 
threatened in this city serious consequences to the 
large frame bridge shop erected upon a cinder 
foundation, on Sunday night broke out again in 
such close proximity to the bridge shop that the 
destruction of the building seemed to be a cer- 
tainty if something were not speedily done to 
check the flames. Since the fire of three weeks 
ago the banks have not been left unguarded. The 
unusually heavy orders which the company have 
on hand at this season necessitates the running of 
their rolling mills and other works night and day, 
except Sunday. 

On this day, however, since the discovery of the 
fire in the banks, it has been their custom to have 
on hand about the bridge shop, in order to be 
ready for any emergency, a considerable force of 


men. ‘the change in the weather during the past 
week or so from warm to cold, with the late fall of 
snow, seems to have had the effect, whether from 
the increased warmth of the banks from the snow 
covering or from some othér cause, of rekindling 
the flames deep down in the ground, not only in 
spots where they had raged before, but in many 
new places. Efforts were made at once on Sun- 
day night to stop the fire. Hose belonging to the 
establishment was brought, attached to_ fire- 
plugs, and streams of water were poured into 
the smoking trenches, but it did no perceptible 
good. Early yesterday morning a force of 15 men 
was set to work with shovels and wheelbarrows 
digging new trenches and wheeling away the 
freshly dug cinders toa place further down the 
shore. The surface of ground from which the 
smoke rose covered sucha large area, however, 
that the trench-digging seemed to progress slowly 
in comparison with the progress of the fire. Nearly 
an acre of the ground was smoking like a volcano. 
At noon the company summoned the De:aware 
fire-engine and a force of firemen and, in addition 
to its own fire arrangements, the engine began to 
play a stream of water into the main trench until 
the place was flooded like a mill-race. 

This was kept up all the afternoon. It kept the 
smoke down on the banks along the immediate 
line of the trenches, but did not affect the main 
banks. The surface about the place where the 
workmen were digging was very warm, and in 
some places as a protection to the shoes boards 
were laid to walk upon. The sight in the vicinity 
of the fire is a strange one. From solid ground 
you look into the bank out of which comes that 
stream of black smoke like a miniature volcano. 
It is a strong, stirring, active smoke, and seems to 
bespezk an active, devouring heat within. 
Strange, too, it appears, that the stream of 
water which soaks in here has no effect 
upon it. It is nearly an eighth of a 
mile away from the bridge shop and the other 
cinder bank, and being so farin the river, would 
be supposed to be much less likely to burn than 
the other place, but there the smoke is coming out 
in a continuous volume. A few feet away from it 
is solia ground, where cattle and horses are graz- 
ing, and nearthem a house or two. The people 
here say the place has been smoking for months. 
To-night there is little change in the situation, and 
it is doubtful whether that change is forthe better. 
The workmen up at the bridge shop declare that 
fire exists underneath all the shops. The water 
seems to do no good save wheretrenches are dug 
to enable it to be poured ir, and then it does not 
cover much area. In the bridge shop itsell it is 
proposed, if it is discovered that the foundation 
underneath is on fire, to dig up the entire floor and 
soak the whole place with water. The most in- 
tense excitement exists in this city over the phe- 
nomenon.

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BOTH SIDES PRACTICALLY -CLOSE 
THE ‘TESTIMONY. 

HE DEFENDANT BROUGHT TO COURT FROM 
JAIL—AUGUST BELMONT’S RELATIONS 
WITH THE ROTHSCHILDS—TO SERVE OR 
NOT TO SERVE, 

The trial of John Devoy, editor of the 
drish Nation, for libeling August Belmont, the 
banker, in charging the latter with unlawfully re- 
taining $16,000 of the Fenian funds intrusted to 
him in 1865 to be transmitted to John O'Leary, a 
revolutionary leader in Ireland, was practically 
concluded yesterday in the General Sessions Court, 
So far, at least, as the taking of testimony is con- 
cerned. The greater portion of the day was occu- 
pied in the examination of Mr. Belmont, the com- 
plainant. To-day will be spent in summing up by 
counsel om both sides, and the case will then be 
given to the jury. On taking his seat yesterday 
morning, Judge Cowing announced that he had de- 
cided on ordering the trial to proceed as speedily 
as possible. The defendant would be brought into 
court every day, and unless there were some physi- 
cal objections night sessions would be held until 
the case was finished. 

Mr. McFarland moved that all the testimony of 
defendant be stricken out, he having been ad- 
judged guilty of contempt. Mr. Beach argued 
rgainst the motion, holding that only the question 
In eonnection with which the defendant had been 
placed in a contumacions position should be 


— out. Judge Cowing said he would allow 
he case to proceed, and would reserve his decision 
pn this point. 

Mr. McFarland declined to proceed any further 
with the proseeution, the question propounded to 
the defendant not having been answered, and an- 
nounced the close of his case. 

Mr. Beach, for the defense,” promptly followed 
suit, and announced the close of the case for the 
defense. 

The prosecution, in rebuttal, then called the 
complainant, August Belmont. He testified that 
he had been nearly 46 years in business. He never 
bad or expected to have any relations whatever 
with the British Government. Ernest B. Lucke, 
whose name had figured prominently in the pro- 
veedings, became a partner in the firm in 1868, and 
retired from business in 1874. He subsequently 
sailed with his family for Europe on the steam- 


ship Pomerania, and the entire family 
was lost. The witness then detailed the 
usual custom of his house in relation to 


the sale of bills of exchange, and said that 
the transaction in connection with the Hopper 
and O'Leary bilis of sale did not differ from ary 
other transaction. N. M. Rothschild’s Sons were 
his correspondents in Londen, and he was the cor- 
respendent of the Rothschilds in this country. He 
was advised by his correspondents in September, 
1866, that they had been enjoined by the British 
Crown from paying the money drawn to the or- 
der of George Hopper and John O'Leary. Shortly 
after the receipt of that letter the first 
demand was made for the return of the money. 
Witness thought it was made by the persons who 
originally purchased the bills. When this demand 
was made witness referred it to his counsel, and 
from that time to this had always acted not only 
onder the advice, but by the direction, of 
his counsel. The money paid to Receiver 
Barr in connection with the O’Mahony suits 
to recover the moneys in question had 
been paid by the check of August Belmont & Co. 
and notgby Lucke. The latter was not then a part- 
ner in the firm, and had no interest either in the 
drawing or payment of the bills. Since the conclu- 
sion of the litigation no demand in any form had 
been made upon him by any person for the return 
of this money. All proceedings in the matter had 
been left to his eounsel. Witness first saw the de- 
fendant in this court-room, and had never had any 
relations of any kind with him. The libel was first 
brought to his notice some days after it,had been 
made public. 

Mr. MacFarland—What' steps did you take to in- 
duce the defendant to retract the libel ? 

Mr. Beach objected, but the Judge allowed the 
question. 

Witness—I went to Cardinal McCloskey and 
showed him— 

Mr. Beach—I object to the witness stating what 
he said to Cardinal McCloskey or any other person 
on thissubject. Bring those people here and let 
them testify for themselves. 

Mr. MacFarland ‘replied warmly. He wanted to 
show that Mr. Belmont, on being made acquainted 
with the publication of the libel visited a dignitary 
of the Church, made a true statement of the tacts, 
and asked that this fellow, (Devoy,) whose paper he 
had never seen, should be communicated with and 
shown that he did not know what _—— been 
writing about. The persons applied to did place 
themselves in communication with this man and 
reported the result to Mr. Belmont. 

Mr. Beach my rebuked Mr. MacFarland for 
his language in calling the defendant a “fellow,’’ 
and insinuating that counsel was an idiot in not 
anderstanding the ways of the prosecution. 

Judge Cowing allowed the witness to proceed. 
Mr. Belmont said that Vicar-General Quinn had 
offered to go and see Devoy and witness nad given 
him a statement of the whole transaction. — 
James Haggerty and John E. Develin had also 
offered to go and see him and witness understood 
had gone. 

Mr. MacFarland—Did you at any time have any 
Interest autagonistic in any way to any association 
of Irishmen, Fenians, or Nationalists? 

Mr. Beach objected. reminding counsel that Mr. 
Belmout was not on trial. 

Mr. MacFarland called the attention of the eourt 
to the words of the alleged libel, and said he wished 
10 show by the witness himself that he was not, as 
sid been charged, acting in the interest of the 
British or any other foreign Government. 

Judge Cowing allowed the question, and the wit- 
ness answered ‘*No.”’ Continuing his testimony, 
‘ir. Belmont said that in his conduct toward Devoy 
no had no interests to serve other than those of his 
own banking house, and his personal interest in re- 
tating the charge against him so far as it affected 
his reputation. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Beach, Mr. Belmont 
said that be was in the sixty-sixth year of his age, 
and had been born in the Rhenish Palatinate. He 
tame to the United States im May, 1837, amd was 
the agent of the Rothschilds until 1858, when he 
became their correspondent. He was the only son 
of acomfortable farmer, and was apprenticed to 
the Rathschilds in his thirteenth year, entering 
their Frankfort house in 1828. He went to Italy 
with one of the brothers, and was subsequently 
promoted to be corresponding clerk. His next 
itep in advance was when he became their agent 
tn the United States. 

“Then.” asked Mr. Beach, ‘‘you were in the 
service of the Rothschilds from your thirteenth 
year until 1858+” 

“Twas never,” replied the witness warmly, ‘in 
the service of the Rothseailds. I was apprenticed 
to them, aceording to the German fashion, without 
salary. I also performed the duties of correspond- 
ing clerk without salary.”’ 

“Then you did serve them without compensa- 
tion?” continued Mr. Beach. 

“I told you, Sir,” replied Mr. Belmont, with in- 
creased warmth, “that I did not serve them. 
performed certain duties to the best of my ability 
with no other compensation than an acquisition of 
business knowledg¢e.”’ 

In continuation the witness said that he and his 
gz0n’s groom, who had purchased a copy of the 
irish Nation containing the alleged libelous article, 
had appeared before the Grand Jury, and that he 
had urged the District Attorney to place Devoy on 
trial after the latter had been indicted. He had 
conversed with this son, Perry Belmont, who was 
then a candidate for re-election to Congress, be- 
fore making the complaint. In answer to the ques- 
tion whether the Rothschilds had forwarded him 
notice of the application of Mr. Lawless, a lawyer 
of Dublin, for payment of the drafts amount- 
joe to £1,525 88. 6d., drawn in favor of George 

opper, or of the withdrawal of all 
claim upon the drafts by the British 
Crown, Mr. Belmont answered that be bad re- 
teived a letter from Lawless, who claimed that he 
was the holder of the bills of exchange and de- 
sired to have them paid. Belmont & Co., however, 
received no notification from the London Koth- 
schilds of the withdrawal! of the claim made by the 
Crown. All the old litigation in reference to the 
drafts was carried on by Messrs. Barlow, Larocque, 
MacFarland & Bowdoin. The firm was guided 
entirely by these gentlemen, who consulted with 
Mr. Lucke, witness’s sole partner at that time. 
Witness was in Europe looking after the health of 
one of his children, and knew nothing personally 
of the payment of money under an order of the 
sourt to Receiver Barr or the City Chamberlain. 
The payment of this money was made by check of 
Belmont & Co., and was on record in the books of 
the firm. 

Joseph Larocque, formerly counsel for Mr. Bel- 
mont, was called, and testified that the firm of 
which he was then a member had advised the 
course of Belmont & Co. in reference to the pay- 
ment of the Fenian moneys. The advice in refer- 
ence to the disputed drafts drawn to the order of 
John O’Leary was that Belmont & Co, should in- 
demnify themselves by a bond to the amount of 
twice the sum represented by the drafts. Sucha 
bond was talked of between the firm and counsel 
for the claimant, but was never executed. 

Mr. Belmont was again recailed and read some 
porrespondence from Rothschild & Sons, London, 
in relation to the claim of the British Government 

nthe drafts sent to Hopper and O’Leary. Mr. 
Beach demanded the production of other letters on 
she same peint, and the prosecution promised to 
make diligent search for them in Mr. Belmont’s of- 


ce. 

Assistant District Attorney Fellows announced 
the close of the case for the prosecution, with the 

rovisiou, however, that, if Vicar-General Quinn, 

ajor Haggerty, and John E. Develin, who had 

en subpoenaed, should be examined, in the event 
of their responding, before the correspondence 
being sought for should be introduced. 

Mr. MacFariand was then called by the defense 
and examined by Mr. Brown in relation to the civil 
suits begun in 1866, but he declared that it was im- 
possible for him to answer any questions from 
memory after so longa lapse of time.

CASTLE .GARDEN METHODS. 





THE -EMIGRATION BOARD’S REVENUE—THE 
FINANCE COMMITTEE AROUSED. 


The report of the Castle Garden Committee, 
made at the meeting of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners yesterday, contained a resolution by Mr. 
Stephenson that the action of the board in making 
out a new schedule of rates for carrying immi- 
grants’ baggage and allowing Mr. Biglin, the pro- 
prietor of the Castle Garden express, his privileges 
rent free, should be rescinded. In its stead it was 
proposed to charge Mr. Biglin $100 per month rent, 
and require him to carry baggage to all 
points in the City below Fourteenth-street 
fer 30 cents a package. Commissioner Ulrich 
could see no reason for making any change, but 
the recommendation of Mr. Stephenson was finally 
adopted. The difficulty in regaining possession of 
the Annex building on Ward’s Island, which be- 
longs to the Emigration Commission, and which 


had been loaned to the Commissioners of 
Charities and Correction, “was brought up. 
The board decided to inform the Board of Chari- 
ties and Correction that it would insist upon ob- 
taiming possession of the building by Jan. 15. It 
was at first proposed to accompany this demand 
with a threat to resort to legal proceedings if pos- 
session of the building was refused at the time 
specified. The threat was finally left out, al- 
though it was agreed to resort to the law 
if necessary. Mr. Taintor proposed that as Mr. 
Jackson was about to assume the duties of joint 
agent of the railway companies in addition to 
those of Superintendent of Castle Garden, a new 
Treasurer, who should be required to give bonds 
to the amount of $5,000, should be appointed at a 
salary of $1,500 a year. Mr. Forrest, the Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, took exception 
to Mr. Taintor’s remarks on the ground 
that they cast reflections upon the conduct of his 
committee. Mr. Stephenson deolared that, al- 
theugh a member of that committee himself, he 
would state that it conducted its business in a 
‘‘slipshod, careless manner.” Bills which should 
be earefully scrutinized were merely glanced at, 
and as the committee only met for an hour 
once a month, the members had no opportunity 
to be as _ thorough as they shouid be. 
After much debate the matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee. A communication from Dr. 
Chapin, the manager of the Castle Garden Hos- 
pital. showed that, owing to the limited accommo- 
dations under his control —- had to be re- 
moved to the Ward's Island Hospital in an almost 
dying condition in order to make room for other 
arrivals. Changes in the present plan of transport- 
ing patients to the Ward’s Island Hospital were 
suggested, and it was decided to build a new hos- 
pital within the Castle Garden inclosure a8 soon as 
possible. The $1,000 which had been subsoribed 
by Hagen & Billing,*the money brokers, toward 
repairs in Castle Garden, was placed to the credit 
of that firm, which is now paying rent for its 
privileges.

BUIT BEGUN AGAINST THE COMPANY UNDER

The “gery merely’sets forth the proceedings re- 
cently had before the Attorney-General, in which 
he decided that the Directors of the Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company had violated its 
charter by increasing its capital stock to 
asum greater than provided for in that instrament. 
A complaint based upon the order was yesterday 
served upon a number of the officers and Directors 
of the Mutual Union Telegraph Company. This 
complaint sets forth the facts and allegations 
which have been ,used in the previous litigation, 
and asks fora temporary injunction, the appoint- 
mert of a Receiver, a judgment enjoining any of 
the officers or Directors of the company trom the 
exercise of any of the corporate rights, privileges, 
or franchises, and that the charter be vacated, the 
corporation be dissolved, and the Hap aes be dis- 
tributed among the creditors and stockholders, 
The Attorney-General, who aopedte as the plain- 
tiff’s attorney, is represented by Messrs. Davies, 
Work, MoNamee & Hiiton. of No. 2 Wall-street.

THE STALWARTS ORGANIZE THE 
ERAL COMMITTEE. 


The newly elecied members of the Kings 
County Republican General Committee met last 
evening in the Musie Hall, Flatbush and Fulton 
avenue, Brooklyn.
